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ENEMY  SUFFERS 


Russian  Forces  Score  Decided 
Success  Near  Tarnopol — 
Eight  Thousand  Prisoners 
and  Thirty  Guns  Captured. 


TWO  HUNDRED  OFFICERS 
ARE  AMONG  CAPTIVES 


Further  Gains  to  South  in  the 
Trembowla  Region — Fony 
Officers  and  2,500  Men  Fall 
to  Russians. 


PBTROGRAD,  Sept.  -.—Near  Tarnopol 
the  Russians  have  defeated  the  3rd  Ger- 
man Division'  and  the  48th  Reserve 
Division  with  an  Austrian  brigade,  cap- 
curing*  8.000  piiaonera  and  thirty  |una 
besides  a  quick-firer,  according  to  an 
official  statement  Isaued  tonight  at  the 
War  Office. 

The    communication    follows: 

"On  the  Riga- Uvlnsk  front  the  general 
situation  remains  unchanged.  German 
attempts  to  advance  on  Tuesday  In  the 
region  of  the  railway  station  at  Groan 
sjkau  (south  of  Riga)  and  Nauhut  were 
repnlssd.  In  the  direction  of  Dvlnsk 
there  wars  only  unimportant  advance 
pest  actions.  The  fight  for  the  River 
Lautse  continues.  In  order  to  occupy 
a  more  covered  position  our  troops  rs- 
moved  a  little  to  the  right  of  the 
Lautze. 

•There  have  been  no  Important 
changes  in  the  routes  towards  Vllna. 
The  Germans  directed  a  violent  artil- 
lery firs,  accompanied  by  asphyxiating 
gases,  against  our  troops  occupying  the 
outlets  from  the  lakes  region  of  Novo 
Trokl.  Near  the  town  of  Crany  the 
enemy  yesterday  made  attempts  at  an 
offensive. 

••From  Grodno  stubborn  attacks  con- 
tinue in  the  region  of  the  railway 
station  at  Druskentki  and  towards 
Hkidel.  In  the  latter  direction,  re- 
pulsing the  enemy,  we  Inflicted  on  him 
great  losses  and  took  some  scores  of 
prisoners. 

"South  of  the  Nlemen  the  enemy  de- 
livered extremely  stubborn  attacks  In 
the  region  of  Wolkowysk.  on  both  sides 
of  the  railway  leading  to  Hlonlm. 

"On  the  roads  from  Lutsk  to  Kovno 
there  has  been  no  change.  In  the  re- 
gion of  Doubhok  and  Remenetx  we  oc- 
cupied ««w  positions  on  the  Rivers 
Ikwa  and  Upper  Ooryn. 

Achieve  Orset  ffucoees 

"In  Gallcla.  near  Tarnopol.  we  achieved 
n  groat  success  against  the  Germans. 
The  Third  German  Guards  division  and 
the  ttth  Reserve  division,  reinforced  by 
an  Austrian  brigade,  with  great  quan- 
tities of  heavy  and  light  artillery,  ac- 
cording to  statements  made  by  prison- 
ers, had  been  preparing  for  several  days 
a  derisive  attack.  This  was  fixed  for 
the  night  of  Tuesday-Wednesday.  Fore- 
stalling the  enemy,  our  troops  took  the 
offensive  and.  after  a  stubborn  fight  on 
the  River  Doljonka.  the  Germans  were 
completely  defeated  on  Tuesday  even- 
ing. 

"At  the  end  of  the  engagement  the 
enemy  developed  sn  artillery  fire  of 
most  extraordinary  intensity.  Only 
the  impossibility  of  replying  with  the 
same  weight  of  metal  prevented  us 
from  further  developing  the  auccess  we 
had  obtained.  The  Germans,  besides 
suffering  enormous  losses  In  killed  and 
wounded,  left  prisoners  In  our  hands 
more  than  too  officers  and  8.000  men. 
We  captured  thirty  guns,  14  of  which 
were  of  heavy  calibre,  many  machine 
guns,  gun  limbers  and  other  booty. 
After  a  brief  pursuit  our  troops  occu- 
pied their  former  positions  on  the  river 
Herein.  The  Kmperor,  having  received 
a  report  of  the  defeat  Inflicted  upon  the 
onemy.  sent  an  order  to  express  to  his 
valorous  troops  his  joy  and  thankful- 
ness for  their  success  and  the  heavy 
losses  inflicted  on  the  enemy. 

"Farther  south  In  the  region  of 
Trembowla  on  the  seventh  we  dislodged 
the  enemy  from  a  series  of  villages, 
making  prisoners  over  40  officers  and 
nearly  1.500  soldiers,  together  with 
three  guns  and  a  dosen   machine  guns. 

"Between  the  Dniester  and  the  left 
bank  of  the  Lower  Bereth  the  Austrlans 
passed  to  the  offensive  in  the  course  of 
the  seventh  in  the  region  of  the  village 
of  Vorlatyntse.  By  flank  attacks  one  of 
our  battalions  arrested  the  enemy's  of- 
fensive and  took  prisoners  11  officers 
and  over  l.ooo  Austrlans  with  maohlns 
tuna. 

"The  fortunate  withdrawal  of  our 
armlea  from  the  difficult  position  before 
the  Vistula  where  they  were  surrounded 
by  the  enemy  is  beginning  to  make  It* 
self  felt  now  by  partial  successes."

"During  the  night  of '  the  sixth  re- 
connolterlng  forces  were  sent  In  the 
direction  of  afesesttn  Tepeh  and  Ansae. 
They  penetrated  enemy  trenches,  cap- 
turing two  guns.  Near  8edd-*l-Bahr 
enemy  torpedo  boats  bombarded  our  posi- 
tions on  the  right  and  left  wings,  but 
without  causing  any  Important  damage. 

"Bnemy  batteries  which  bombarded 
our  positions  on  the  left  wins  on  the 
seventh  were  sllencof  by  our  batteries." 

Cholera  Assosff  Turks 
ATHKN8.  Sept.  8— Cholera  Is  raging 
In  the  Turkish  army,  according  to  ad- 
vices received  here  today.  Thousands 
have  been  stricken  with  the  disease. 
The  German  commanders  have  re- 
quested that  nurses  and  doctors  be  sent 
from  Berlin.

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LONDON,  Sept  ••— Almost  simultan- 
eously with  the  announcement  that  the 
Kmperor  has  personally  replaced  the 
Grand  Duke  Nicholas  as  commander  of 
the  Russian  forces,  the  fighting  along 
the  Eastern  front,  despite  the  Autumn 
rains,  has  been  resumed  with  the  inten- 
sity which  characterised  it  throughout 
the  Summer,  on  both  wings  in  Courland, 
in  the  north  and  in  Volhynla,  Prodolla 
and  East  Gallcla. 

In  the  south  the  Russians  are  making 
determined  efforts  to  regain  the  initia- 
tive, while  in  the  centre  the  Auatro- 
Germans  continue  to  increase  their  ad- 
vantage. Thus.  Field  Marshal  von  llln- 
denburg  and  his  commanders  In  Courland 
are  still  being  denied  their  objective, 
the  Dvlna  Itlver.  while  von  Mackeasen 
and  the  Austrian  generals  at  the  other 
end  of  the  line  are  engaged  In  opposing 
the  Russian  offensive.  In  the  centre, 
on  the  other  hand.  Lleut.-Gen.  von  Mich- 
horn  and  Prince  Leopold  of  Bavaria  are 
pushing  forward,  and,  according  to  the 
Berlin  official  report  have  occupied 
Wolkowysk.  an  Important  railway  Junc- 
tion immediately  east  of  Blalystok.  It 
is  for  these  railways  the  Germans  are 
now  fighting,  as,  when  the  Autumn  rains 
turn  a  great  part  of  the  country  into  Im- 
passable morass  they  will  need  every 
line  of  railway  to  keep  their  armies 
supplied  with,  provisions  and  munitions. 

Another  day  of  heavy  artillery  engage- 
ments is  reported  on  the  Western  front, 
where  there  also  has  been  a  series  of 
sir  raids,  as  well  ss  a  bombardment  of 
the  German  coast  batteries  by  the  Brit- 
ish fleet. 

The  Italians  claim  to  have  captured 
several  Austrian  positions  on  the  Ca- 
dore  frontier,  while  on  the  rest  of  the 
A ii stro- Italian  front  only  artillery  ac- 
tions have  occured. 

This  long  distance  fighting  appears  al- 
so to  have  become  a  feature  of  opera- 
tions In  the  Dardanelles,  where  according 
to  the  accounts,  the  Turks  have  bom- 
barded the  Allies'  positions  at  Anafarta 
and  8edd-el-Bahr. 

PKTROGRAD,  Sept  8.— General  Rtia- 
sky's  artillery  has  prevented  every  at- 
tempt of  the  Germans  to  approach  the 
left  bank  of  the  Dvlna  In  an  effort  to 
force  a  crossing  and  march  against  Rigs. 

The  Germans,  who  occupied  Frledrlch- 
stsdt  and  the  bridgehead  north  of  the 
town,  have  been  unable  to  reach  the 
river  with  their  pontoons.  Northwest  of 
Frledrlchstadt  a  feeble  attempt  at  a 
crossing  was  broken  up  by  the  Russian 
Are. 

The  centre  of  the  Russian  line.  ex. 
tending  from  east  of  arodno  to  northeast 
of  Kovel,  Is  bending  slowly  Inward  In 
conformity  to  the  general  plan  of  re- 
tirement, hut  at  several  points  has 
paused  to  deliver  successful  counter-at- 
tacks against  the  enemy. 

It  Is  staled  that  a  Russian  force  east 
of  11  rod >■  has  retired  from  Gallcla  across 
the  Russian  border,  but  to  the  south  the 
troops,  of  General  Ivanoff  nre  maintain- 
ing their  positions  on  the  Herein  River. 

AFTER  THE  WAR 


OTTAWA.  Sept  I.— The  question  of 
arranging  to  place  soldiers  on  the  land 
la  Canada  after  the  war  will  be  taken  up 
at  an  early  date.  In  Kngland  an  influ- 
ential committee  is  considering  how  best 
to  promote  employment  for  the  returned 
soldiers  when  the  war  is  over  and  when 
the  readjustment  period  Is  liable  to 
cssse  some  confusion.  The  large  number 
of  men  who  are  killed  or  disabled  will 
deplete  the  ranks  of  the  workers  to 
some  extent  sad  make  It  less  difficult 
for  others  to  obtain  smployment 

The  emigration  of  soldiers,  therefore, 
la  not  likely  to  be  so  heavy  Hs  might 
otherwise  be  axpected.  However,  « 
somber  will  no  doubt  come  to  Canada. 
Which  Will  gladly  receive  those  who 
are  liable  to  prove  successful  oa  the 
land.  While  no  plans  have  been  made. 
there  la  a  possibility  that  they  may  be 
assisted  In  settling,  not.  only  In  the 
Pratrt*  Provinces,  bat  slso  In  Ontario 
and  Quebec  as  well  as  In  the  Maritime 
Provinces  sad  British  Columbia,  where 
the  ready-made  farm  potter  has  boon 
adopted  with  mum  ■season.

Suffer,  the  present 
Director  of  Air  Service,  will  be  In 
charge  of  the  material  side  of  the 
naval  aeronautical  work,  with  the  title 
of  Superintendent  of  Aircraft  Construc- 
tion.

British  and  French  Aviators 
Bombard  Ostend — Artillery 
Battle  Continues  Unabated 
All  Along  Western  Front, 


PARIS,  Sept.  8. — The  following  com- 
munication was  issued  by  the  War  Of- 
fice tonight: 

"The  artillery  struggle  Is  still  going 
on  actively  around  Arras,  In  the  region 
of  Roye,  between  the  Olse  and  the  Aisne 
and  on  the  Champagne  front. 

"In  the  western  part  of  the  Argonne, 
the  Germans  this  morning,  after  an  in- 
tense bombardment,  In  which  shells  con- 
taining suffocating  gases  were  extensive- 
ly employed,  delivered  against  our  posi- 
tions an  attack  led  by  two  divisions. 
Violently  counter-attacked  they  failed  In 
the  new  attempt  to  break  our  front  line. 

"Following  the  bombardment  of  Nancy 
by  the  German  aeroplanes,  a  French 
squadron  has  dropped  shells  on  the  mili- 
tary establishments  at  Frescatl  and  the 
Sablons  station  at  Mete." 

The  artillery  fighting  along  the  bat- 
tle-line through  France  continues,  ac- 
cording to  the  statement  given  out  this 
afternVon. 

There  has  been  cannonading  from 
Belgium,  on  the  north,  as  far  south  as 
the  Woevre  district 

German  aviators  have  bombarded 
towns  In  France  and  aviators  of  the 
Allies  have  thrown  down  bombs  at  Os- 
tend. 

The  official  statement  also  annotmccs 
that  St.  Medard  has  been  bombarded 
by   French  aviators 

"British  and  French  aeroplanes  bom- 
barded  the  hangars  at  Ostend. 

"Heavy  artillery  engagements  oc- 
curred last  night  In  the  districts  'of 
Tpres  and  Arras  and  on  the  plateaux 
of  the  Olse  and  tho.Alsne.  Desultory 
engagements  sre  In  progress  In  the  dis- 
trict lying  between  the  Rheims  end 
Argonne   sectors. 

"A  heavy  bombardment  or  La  llara- 
see  sector  also  Is  In  progress. 

"German  aeroplanes  bombarded  the 
Msllsevllle  plateau,  but  the  damage  was 
slight. 

"Several  were  killed  when  German 
aeroplanes  bombarded  the  district  about 
Nancy." 


SUPPORTS  WAR  POLICY 
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BRISTOL.  Kng.  Sept  •.— By  s  vote  of 
•00  to  I.  the  Trades  Union  Con  grass, 
representing  every  trade  In  the  United 
Kingdom,  passed  resolution*  today  ap- 
proving the  Government's  war  policy  and 
pledging  Its  assistance  In  every  way  pos- 
sible toward  defeating  Germaity.

BERLIN,  Sept.  8. — Germany's  note  to 
the  United  States,  concerning  the  sink- 
ing of  the  White  Star  line  steamer 
Arabic  by  a  German  submarine  was 
communicated  to  James  W.  Gerard,  the 
American  Ambassador,  yesterday  even- 
ing. The  note  ascribes  the  destruction 
of  the  liner  to  an  act  of  self-defence 
on  the  part  of  the  submarine,  ex- 
presses the  German  Government's  deep 
regret  that  American  lives  were  lest 
thereby,  and  offers  to  refer  the  ques- 
tions of  reparation  and  compensation 
to  The  Hague  for  adjustment 

Tin-  note  reveals  In  detail  the  in- 
structions to  submarine  commander.-. 
concerning  their  treatment  of  liners. 
They  are  ordered  not  to  attack  a  pas- 
senger steamer  except  In  case  of  an 
attempt  to  escape  after  tt  is  ordered 
to  halt  or  unless  its  actions  Indicate  an 
Intention    to    attack    the    submarine. 

German  naval  experts  declare  that 
there  is  no  other  course  open  to  sub- 
marines under  ,  the  present  conditions, 
when  they  assert  every  merchantman 
from  liner  down  to  Ashing  smack,  is  a 
presumptive  enemy  and  perhaps  carry- 
ing guns  and  ready  to  seise  any  oppor- 
tunity to  attack  the  vulnerable  sub- 
marine by  gun-fire  or  by  ramming.

BERLIN,  Sept.  8.— The  commander  of 
a  German  submarine  which  has  re- 
turned to  Its  .base  has  reported  to  the 
admiralty  that  he  torpedoed,  the  liner 
Arabic  in  the  belief  that  the  Arabic's 
action  Indicated'  that  ahe  was  about 
to  attack  the  submarine,  and  that  he 
fired  in  self-defence. 

According  to  the  submarine  com- 
mander's report  the  submarine  was  en- 
gaged In  destroying  a  freighter  when 
the  Arabic  was  sighted.  The  submarine 
then    was  on    the   surface. 

The  Arabic,  the  commander  declares, 
swung  a ron nil  and  headed  toward  the 
freighter  aa  if  to  attack  the  submarine. 
The  commander  of  the  undersea  craft 
remained  In  doubt  as  to  the  intentions 
of  the  Arabic  when  the  latter  changed 
her  course  a  few  degrees,  but  still 
headed  In  a  direction  that  was  bringing 
her  nearer   to   the  submarine. 

The  captain  of  the  submarine  reports 
that  he  continued  to  observe  the  ac- 
tion of  the  liner  until  he  saw  the  Arabic 
again  change  her  course  and  head  di- 
rectly for  the  spot  where  the  submarine 
lay.  as  If  the  Arabic  had  sighted  the 
submarine.  Then  the  commander  of  the 
submarine,  believing  his  craft  was  in 
danger,  determined  to  submerge  her 
and   fired  a   torpedo. 

This  news  was  communicated  Imme- 
diately to  .James  W.  Gerard,  ths  Am- 
erican Ambassador,  for  transmission  to 
Washington. 

Prior  to  the  receipt  of  the  report  of 
the  submsrln'e  commander.  Admiralty 
officials  were  of  th*  belief  that  the  sub- 
marine had  been  lost  No  reason  for 
her  delay  la  returning  to  port  has  bevn 
given. 

A  high  official  of  the  foreign  office. 
In  discussing  the  case  with  the  Asso- 
ciated Press,  said  the  commander  of 
the  submarine  evidently  bad  adequate 
reasons  for  believing  the  submarine 
was  about  to  be  attacked  and  was  jus- 
tified In  taking  steps  necessary 'to  sa/e 
his  boat  and  craw.  The  torpedoing  of 
the  Arable,  according  to  ths  official, 
could  not  be  considered  an  unprovoked 
attack  without  warning,  bat  a  measure 
Sf  self-defence  which  th*  commander  of 
the  wndor-watsr  craft  was  compelled  to 
sdopt  by  th*  alleged  suspicions  actions 
of  th*  Arabic. 

The  new*  ef  the  rstsra  of  tbo  ■no- 
ma rina  and  the  commander's  report  has 
not  yet  been  published  in  Oermany. 
There  Is  still  no  resort  available  her*, 
with  regard  to  th*  sinking  a«  tbo  Alia* 
liner  Hesperian.

Zeppelins  Again  Visited  East 
Coast  of  England  Last  Night 
— Little  Damage  and  Few 
Casualties,

LONDON,  Sept  ».— Hostile  air  raids 
In  the  Kastern  counties  of  Kngland  In 
the  London  district  were  continued  last 
night.  (Wednesday).  Air  craft  dropped 
a  number  of  bombs,  and  casualties  and 
tires  resulted. 

The^offlclal  statement  respecting  the 
raid   Issued   by   the  Press  Bureau  says: 

"Hostile  sir  craft  visited  the  Kast- 
ern counties  and  the  London  district 
on  Wednesday  night  and  dropped 
Incendiary  and  explosive  bombs.  At 
midnight  a  few  casualties  had  been  re- 
ported and  some  fires,  which  were  well 
under   control. 

"The  number  of  casualties  will  be 
communicated  through  the  press  in  the 
course  of   the  day." 

LONDON.  Sept.  8— Ten  persons  Were 
killed  and  rorty-three  were  wounded  In 
the  air  raid  on  the  east  coast  of  Kngland 
made  by  German  aircraft  last  night 
Three  persons  are  missing. 

With  the  exception  of  ont  soldier,  who 
was  injured,  the  casualties  were  confined 
to  civilians 

Fifteen  small  houses  were  demolished 
by  the  bombs  from  the  three  Zeppelins 
taking  part  In  the  raid. 

The  official  account  of  the  raid  ss 
given  out  here  today  follows: 

"Three  Zeppelins  visited  the  eastern 
counties  last  night  and  dropped  bombs.

President  Wilson  Makes  No  An- 
nouncement as  to  Attitude 
on  Austrian  Ambassador's 
Letter  Intercepted  by  British. 


WASHINGTON.  Sept  I.— Dr.  Con- 
stanttn  Dumb*,  the  Austro-Hungariau 
Ambassador,  left  today  for  the  Summer 
embassy  at  Lennox,  Mass.,  to  await 
word  from  Secretary  Lansing  as  to 
whether  the  United  States  Government 
is  satisfied  with  his  explanation  of  his 
intercepted  letter  to  the  Vienna  For- 
eign Office,  outlining  plans  for  with- 
drawing Austro-Hungarlan  labor  and 
handicapping  American  plants  manu- 
facturing war  supplies. 

Th*  ambassador's  statement  to  Mr. 
Lansing  yesterdsy,  that  he  was  acting 
under  Instructions  from  his  Government 
in  all  that  he  planned  to  do,  apparent- 
ly has  made  a  diplomatic  Issue  of  the 
affair  far  more  serious  than  a  mare 
question  of  ethics  of  propriety  involv- 
ing only   Dr.'   Dumba   himself. 

silence  on  the  subject  was  observed 
again  today  at  the  White  House  and 
State  Department  and.  so  far  as  ts 
known,  no  decision  has  been  reached  as 
to  what  course  shall  be  adopted.  The 
President  carrying  the  cabled  copy  of 
the  ambassador's  letter,  visited  the 
atate  Department  during  the  morning 
and  discussed  the  situation.  It  was  the 
first  time  a  President  had  done  such  a 
thing  sine*  tho  Spanish   war  days. 

Before  leaving  Washington,  Ambas- 
sador Dumba  called  at  the  Department 
of  Labor  to  seek  co-operation  in  his 
programme  for  providing  new  oinploy- 
ment  for  workmen  who  are  expected  to 
walk  out  of  the  munition  plants.  Sec- 
retary Wilson  was  not  in  his  office,  but 
he  talked  with  Acting-Secretary  Dens- 
more.  It  la  stated  that  the  administra- 
tion would  not  countenance  any  sort  of 
participation  ,n  cuch  a  move. 

it  Is  understood  that  the  ambassador 
proposes  to  go  ahead  with  his  plans 
without  regard  to  the  attitude  of  the 
American   Government. 

At  the  Embassy  today  It  was  empha- 
sised that  the  only  step  so  fsr  in  the 
Instructions  from  Vienna  was  the  Issu- 
ance of  a  proclamation  calling  upon  ail 
Austro-Hungarlans  to  uhey  the  decree 
of  their  Government  agsliist  aiding  in 
the  manufacture  of  war  munitions  for 
the  enemy. 

A  decree,  similar  to  this  one.  It  was 
recalled  tonight,  was  Issued  some  days 
ago  by  Germany  though  It  attracted 
little  comment  It  Is  stated  that  soon 
after  the  decree  was  proclaimed,  most 
of  the  Germans  employed  In  munition 
plsnts,  chiefly  In  executive  or  scientific 
departments,  sought  other  employment 
without  waiting  for  urging  through 
diplomatic  agencies.

ARE  ACKNOWLEDGED 


Emperor  Nicholas  Says  His 
Sense  of  Duty  Compels  Him 
to  Assume  Supreme  Com- 
mand of  Forces. 


PBTROGRAD,  Sept  8.— The  Grand 
Duke  Nicholas  has  been  transferred 
to  the  Caucasus  by  Kmperor  Nicholas. 
The  Kmperor  took  this  action  In  as- 
suming command  of  the  military  »nd 
naval   forces   of  Russia 

J'n  transferring  th*  grand  duke,  be 
appointed  him  viceroy  of  the  Caucasus 
and  commander-in-chief  of  the  army 
on  the  southern  front  The  transfer 
was  made  in  connection  with  a  gen- 
eral reorganisation  of  such  Importance 
that   It   has   stirred   th*  nation   deeply. 

The  grand  duke  replaces  the  famous 
viceroy  or  the  Caucasus.  Count  von 
VorontsoR-Dsshkoff.  Kmperor  Nicholas 
addressed  to  the  count  a  communica- 
tion acknowledging  the  value  of  his 
labors,  and  stating  that  he  "yields  to 
his  request  to  be  permitted  to  devote 
hla  energies  to  work  for  which  his 
state  of  health  Is  mors  squat 

The  Kmperor  therefore  relieves  him 
of  the  post  of  viceroy  and  attaches 
him    to  his   persons!   staff. 

In  relieving  ths  grand  duke,  the  Km- 
iperor  addressed  a  oommualcatton  to 
him,   which   resda: 

"At  the  beginning  of  the  war  1  was 
unavoidably  prevented  from  following 
the  Inclination  of  my  soul  to  put  my- 
self at  the  head  of  tho  srmy.  That 
was  why  I  sntrusted  you  with  the  com- 
raaiidershlp-ln-chtef  of  all  the  land  and 
sea  forces. 

"Under  the  eyes  of  all  Russia,  your 
Imperial  highness  has  given  proof  dur- 
ing the  war  of  a  steadfast  bravery  that 
has  caused  a  feeling  of  profound  con- 
fidence snd  called  forth  the  sincere 
good  wishes  of  all  who  followed  your 
operations  through  the  Inevitable  vicis- 
situdes of  war. 

"My  duty  to  my  country,  which  has 
been  entrusted  to  me  by  God,  Impels 
me  today,  when  the  enemy  has  pene- 
trated Into  the  Interior  of  our  empire, 
to  take  supremo  command  of  the  ac- 
tive forces,  and  to  share  with  the  srmy 
the  fatigue  of  war,  and  to  safeguard 
with  It  Russian  soli  from  attempts  of 
the  onsmy.  The  ways  of  Providence 
are  Inscrutable,  but  my  duty  and  my 
desire  determine  mo  In  my  resolution 
for   the  good   of   the   state 

"At  this  moment  I  recognise  the 
necessity  of  your  assistance  and  coun- 
seJs  on  the  southern  front,  and  I  ap- 
point you  viceroy  of  the  Caucasus  and 
commander-in-chief  of  the  valiant  Cau- 
casian   army. 

"I  express  to  your  Imperial  highness 
my  profound  gratitude  and  thst  of  the 
country  for  your  labors  during  the 
war."

ing  him  to  endeavor  to  obtain  answers 
through  the  kind  offices  of  the  United 
States  ambassador  In  Berlin.  On  July 
»  the  answer  of  the  German  military 
authorities  was  roealvad  through  tha 
United  State*  arobasaadurs,  and  has 
now  been  received  here.  The  report  Is 
as  follows:  * 

The  prisoners  are  lodged  partly  In 
newly  erected  huts.  In-  rare  cases  in 
double  fly  tents  adapted  to  Winter  use. 
All  rooms.  Including  the  tents,  can  be 
heated.  The  coat  of  boating  and  light- 
ing Is  borne  by  the  military  author- 
ities. Kach  prisoner  receives  a  paill- 
asse and.  according  to  the  season  and 
local  climate- ,  one  to  three  woolen  blan- 
kets. Officers  hare  'bedsteads,  as  well 
as  some  of -the  man. 

Office™  and  officials  of  officer  rank 
have  to  pay  for  their  clothing  out  of 
their  money  allowance.  All  other  pris- 
onem  retain  their  uniforms,  which.  In 
case  of  need.  Is  replaced  by  items  of 
uniform  drawn  from  stocks  of  booty. 
Where  this  does  not  suffice,  prisoners 
are  supplied  with  the  necessary  clothes 
from  other  sources.  These  consist  of 
a  Jacket,  necktie,  trousers  snd  cap.  Be- 
sides these,  shirts,  stockings,  pants 
snd  hoots  are  provided.  Prisoners  of 
war  who  wear  civilian  clothe*  are  fit- 
ted out  correspondingly.  If  the  pris- 
oners do  not  possess  overcoats,  these 
are  provided,  or  blankets  In  their 
stead. 

On*  Postcard  a  W**k 
Kach  prisoner  is  allowed  to  write  one 
postcard  a  week  and  two  letters  a 
month  with  a  lead  pencil.  The  length 
of  the  letter  must  not  exceed  six  pages 
of  ordinary  paper  In  the  case  of  offi- 
cers, (our  pages  In  the  case  of  .men. 
The  use  of  pens  or  pointed  Instruments 
and  of  Ink  is  prohibited,  because  a 
large  number  of  cases  have  been  dis- 
covered where  by  their  means  com- 
munications have  been  made  or  re- 
ceived which  have  eacaped  the  Inspec- 
tion. No  limitations  are  placed  on  the 
receipt  of  letters.  All  letters  can  he 
written  in  English,  these,  as  well  as 
letters  arriving,  pass  through  the  cen- 
sor's office.  Prisoners'  letters  are  for- 
warded as  quickly  as  the  work  of  cen- 
soring permits.  Particular  consider- 
ation in  this  respect  to  urgent  private 
affairs.  - 

Prisoners  may  have  money  sent  to 
them  unrestrictedly,  but  are  not  al- 
lowed to  keep  large  sums  in  their  pos- 
session. These  must  be  given  the 
commandant  for  safe  keeping  In  the 
camp  treasury,  or,  If  the  prisoner 
wishes  It,  can  be'  kept  In  a  bank;  a 
receipt  Is  given  In  rdturn.  The  money 
Is  thep  paid  out  in  installments  as 
needed.  anil) 

Prisoners  may  receive  presents,  pro- 
vided they  do  not  consist  of  things  un- 
suitable for  delivery  to  prisoners  of 
war  or  of  objects  of  luxury  or  or  al- 
coholic drink.  The  following,  for  in- 
stance, tobacco,  chocolate,  sardines, 
marmalade,  etc.,  may  be  sent  to  them 
from  home.  Food  may  also  be  sent 
them  from  places  In  Germany,  with  a 
few  exceptions,  such  as  bread,  choco- 
late,   etc. 

Provision  Is  made  for  services  of  the 
various    religious    denominations. 

Wounded  and  sick  prisoners  receive 
the  same  treatment  as  wounded  and 
sick   German   soldiers. 

Convalescents  remain  In  the  care  of 
the  hospital  till  they  can  be  trans- 
ferred to  camp,  and  receive  the  same 
treatment  as  German  soldier  conva- 
lescents. 

Kach  camp  has  n  canteen,  where  ob- 
jects of  plsln  provisions,  tobacco,  etc., 
can  be  had  at  fixed  moderate  prices,

Concerning  the  scale  of  pay.  special 
proposals  have  been  made  to  the  Brit- 
ish and  other  enemy  governments.  Of- 
ficers have  to  pay  for  their  mainten- 
ance out  of  the  pay  allowed  them  by 
the  enemy  state.  It  Is  required  thst 
cut  of  this  sum  a  sufficient  ami  nour- 
ishing and.  as  far  as  possible. .  varied 
Tare  should  be  provided  at  a  price  leav- 
ing them  enough  to  suffice  for  small 
dajly  needs  such  as  washing  and  so 
!  forth.  No  provision  for  lodging  need 
be  made  by  officers  out  of  their  pay. 
Wine  and  beer  are  allowed  within  mod- 
erate limits.

They  have  beds  of  wooden 
frames  with  paillasses  and  a  number 
of  woolen   blankets   for  sleeping. 

Washing,  underclothing  and  »o  forth 
are  obtainable  at  the  canteens.  Cloth- 
ing is  replaced  either  by  clothes  sent 
from  home  or  through  purchases  made 
through  the  camp  commandant.  The 
receipt  of  letters  Is  unrestricted.  The 
dispatch  of  written  communications  Is 
permitted  six  times  a  month.  Including 
two    letters    each    of    two    pages. 

There  is  no  limit  in  respect  of  either 
length  or  number  of  business  letters. 
Consignments  of  money  are  likewise 
aubject  td  no  restrictions  us  regards 
the  amount  or  number.  For  -the  rest 
the  same  principles  apply  as  in  the 
case  of  prisoners  of  war. 

The  receipt  of  gifts  of  a  useful  char- 
acter Is  permitted,  only  luxuries  lit 
the  way  of  food  and  drink  are  forbid- 
den. 

Hick  persons  are  taken  into  hospitals 
and  receive  the  same  treatment  as 
Hermans. 

Convalescents  receive  paitlcular  at- 
tention. TerBons  suffering  from  any 
gastrlnal  aljment  are  allowed  to  cater 
Tot  themselves  In  the  buffets  which 
exist  Inside  the  camps.  Prices  are  very 
moderate,  and  the  cooking  which  the 
officers  and  non-commlssloned  officers 
of  the  camp  command  share  Is  good. 
The  catering  Is  supervised  by  the  camp 
doctors  and  the  food  daily  Inspected 
by  an  officer.  The  canteens  provide 
an  opportunity  for  the  purchase  of 
small  articles.  No  utilisation  of  the 
prisoners  for  labor  has  so  far  taken 
piece   except  by   voluntary   desire.

Cholera  and  Typhus  Are  Rag- 
ing in  Central  Empires- 
Neutral  Countries  -Threaten 
to  Close  Frontiers. 


LONDON,  Sept.  9. — Great  concern  is 
expressed  by  the  morning  papers  over 
the  change  In  the  Russian  higher  com- 
manders. It  Is  considered  natural, 
however,  that  at  a  time  of  such  no- 
tional gravity  the  Csar  should  assume 
command,  as  he  is  both  the  spiritual 
and  secular  head  of  the  empire  In  a 
way  not  easily  understood  In  Western 
Europe. 

As  The  Times  editorially  says.  If 
the  Emperor  lakes  the  field  In  person 
it  is  to  overcome  at  the  same  time 
fees  of  Russia  at  home  and  embattled 
foes  who  are  striking  at  his  sover- 
eignty, 

"None  can  know  better  what  vast 
Issues  are  Involved  than  the  monarch, 
who,  lit  the  early  years  of  his  reign, 
favored  clemency  for  Poland  and 
sought  to  promote  human  welfare 
through  The  Hague  conference,  and 
who.  since  the  war  began,  by  a  heroic 
stroke,  freed  his  people  from  the  evils 
of  alcohol,  and  who  rejoiced  In  the  ti- 
tle of  the  'Little  Father'  of  his  peo- 
ple. Such  a  monarch  may  well  Instill 
new  confidence  Into  his  troops  and  steel 
their    hearts    afresh    for    victory." 

It  Is  universally  agreed  that  the  Em- 
peror's action  dissipates  any  Idea  that 
Russia  will  listen  to  proposals  for  a  sep- 
arate peace,  hut  what  pussies  the  Brit- 
ish press  Is  how  to  expluln  the  removal 
of  Grand  Duke  Nicholas  to  another 
sphere.  The  Chronicle,  like  ail  other 
papers,  has  only  the  highest  praise  for 
the  manner  In  which  the  Grand  Duke 
conducted  tlie  great  retirement  forced 
upon  him  by  a  shortage  of  ammunition. 

The  Times'  mllltsry  expert  also  ap- 
plauds tin-  Grand  Dukes  strategy  In 
having  reunited  his  northern  and  cen- 
tral armies  and  successfully  passed  the 
moment  of  greatest  danger. 

The  correspondent  Kays  he  cannot  be- 
:iieve    the   removal    of    the    Grand    Duke 
Implies    any    change    In    the   conduct   of 
the  campaign.

PKTROORAD,  Hept.  8.— Any  question 
aa  to  whether  the  Hermans  wUl  make 
for  petrograd.  Moscow  or  Kiev  la  large- 
ly academical.  They  are  waging  a  groat 
campaign  against  a  stubborn  and  re- 
sourceful enemy.  Whose  movements  are 
to  them  problematical,  and  even  the 
Oermans  cannot  adhere  blindly  to  any 
preconceived  military  plan.  Probably 
they  have  several  alternative  plana,  of 
which  one  or  another  will  come  Into  the 
foreground   according   to   circumstances. 

The  Riga  plan  and  the  northern  en- 
velopment were  prominent  for  a  few 
daya  until  tho  naval  defeat  In  the  gulf 
postponed  the  execution  Indefinitely. 
That  the  Oermans  are  fooling  their  way 
to  a  renewal  of  this  effort  la  evident 
from  their  cautious  movements  on  the 
Dvlna  and  from  hint*  thrown  out  In  the 
form  Of  seaplanes  from  the  German  Bal- 
tic squadron  at  the  mouth  of  the  Qulf 
of  Riga.  Now  there  are  algna  of  aa  at- 
tempted turning  movement  from  the 
south  In  Vol h. vnla  and  Oalicia,  where 
the  enemy  haa  concentrated  three  armies. 
True,  tho  further  the  Oermans  advance 
Into  Russia,  the  more  difficult  It  be- 
comes for  them  swiftly  to  modify  their 
plans.  The  network  of  communications 
In  their  roar  grows  fewer  and  mora 
rare,  despite  haatily  built  light  :  ail  ways. 
The  transfer  of  troops  from  one  part  of 
tho  front  to  another  grows  more  cum- 
bersome. But  In  any  case  the  Russian 
movement  constantly  dictates  modifica- 
tion of  the  invaders'  plans. 

The  German  unlta  are  now  frequently 
drawn  aside  from  their  intended  course, 
so  aa  to  undertake  the  pursuit  of  Rus- 
sian units,  and  so  the  front  suddenly 
sllps  into  unexpected  forms,  necessitat- 
ing a  haaty  revision  of  the  distribution 
of  troops  and  transport  arrangements. 
Traneport  Blf  acuities 

Thus  the  artillery,  brought  up  with 
great  toll  and  forethought,  may  find  it- 
self ,  In  some  spot  where  there  ia  only 
work  for  the  cavalry,  and  thus  it  hap- 
pens very  frequently  that  the  Germans. 
counting  on  the  Ruaalan  .shortage  of 
ammunition,  are  surprised  by  heavy  can- 
non fire  from  their  enemies,  while  their 
own  batteries  are  compelled  to  remain 
silent  for  lack  of  shells.  The  Germans 
In  their  advance  try  to  keep  to  the  rail- 
way, tbe  capture  of  which  is  ever  the 
chief  object  of  all  their  plana,  but  often 
they  are  drawn  off  by  the  Ruaaians  Into 
muddy  roads,  where  heavy  artillery  can- 
not advance,  or  into  swampy  areas, 
where  even  the  infantry  haa  to  feal  its 
way  cautiously.  All  their  movements 
are  slower  In  consequence  of  the 
changed  conditions,  and  the  spirits  of 
the  Russian  army  are  steadily  rlaing 
as  the  prospect  of  checking  the  Ger- 
man advance  grows  brighter. 

After  all,  one  of  the  unchangeable 
objects  of  the  Germans  Is  to  defeat 
the  Russian  army  In  whole  or  piecemeal. 
Just  now  they  ara  paying  careful  at- 
tention to  the  Russiana  between  Vllna 
and  Grodno,  whom  'they  are  trying  to 
catch  In  a  salient.  From  the  Grodno 
region  the  Russians  have  safely  re- 
tired, but  from  the  south  Prince  Leo- 
pold's group  Is  still  trying  to  get  In 
tbe  rear  of  them  and  cripple  them  as 
far  eaat  as  I.Ida.  At  the  same  time 
that  General  Eichhorn  ia  striking  out 
straight  acroaa  the  country  from  Or- 
any  to  I.ldi,  Prlnca  Leopold's  troopj 
are  pushing  up  the  Sledlce-Llda  rail- 
way about  Volynsk.  Before  them  stands 
the  barrier  of  the  westward  courae  of 
the  Upper  Nlemen.  Eichhorn  la  still 
held  west  of  the  Petrograd  railway, 
where  a  hot  battle  Is  proceeding.  The 
fate  of  Vllna,  which  la  being  firmly 
held  agalnat  a  frontal  advance,  depends 
on  the  success  of  Eichhorn  and  upon 
Leopold's  looping-  movements.  Only  In 
case  of  their  success  will  It  be  possible 
to  link  up  Elch horn's  operations  with 
the  operation  below  on  the  Dvlna  In 
a  united  effort  to  create  a  new  salient 
and  puah  back  the  Ruaaians  on  tbe 
whole  front  south  of  the  Dvlnak.

We  of  the  Brit- 
ish nation  can  sit  without  blinking  be- 
cause there  Is  no  power  to  make  us 
tight.  In  Oermany  It  mattera  not  for 
the  broken-hearted  mother,  wife  or  sla- 
ter; Prussian  militarism  must  be  obeyed. 

"The  young  men  of  Canada  can  re- 
fuse to  lift  a  hand  or  giro  a  penny. 
That  selfaame  freedom,  however,  will 
breed  Its  only  defenders,  for  there  la 
something  higher  than  love  of  wife, 
mother,  daughter  or  eweetheart.  Thla 
Is  love  of  country  which  will  always 
be  sufficient  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
state.  If  the  young  men  get  thla  firm- 
ly rooted  In  their  hearta.  I  do  not  de- 
spair of  the  British  Kmptre. 

"I  do  not  like  to  look  Into  the  faces 
of  strong  young  men  who  should  en- 
list and  then  Into  the  faces  of  mere 
youths,  who.  khaki  clad,  are  willing  to 
do  their  bit.

Ho  aald 
in  effect  that,  while  the  Oermana  had 
not  been  attempting  for  many  weeka 
to  make  any  advance  In  the  Weat,  they 
ware  buay  preparing  to  realat  one  by 
the  Allies,  and  for  that  purpoae  had 
prepared  llnea  upon  llnea  of  trenches, 
a  profualon  of  entanglement*  and  every 
other  device  that  would  be  likely  to 
make  the  taak  of  ah  advancing  force, 
if  not  Impoaalble,  at  least  likely  to  bo 
•o  coatly  In  Uvea'  that  no  prudent  com- 
mander would  attempt  to  pierce  their 
linen.  To  meet  theae  preparatlona  the 
Aliim  muat  ho  able  to  amaah  down  all 
the  defenatve  worka  conatracted  by  the 
enemy,  and  for  this  purpose  must  have 
practically  an  unlimited  quantity  of 
high  explosives.  This  seems  so  very 
reasonable  that  It  may  bo  accepted  an 
authoritative.  Testarday'a  dlapatchea 
•poke  of  the  bombardment  of  OStend 
from  the  »'«".  *»d  of  continued  opera- 
tions by  the  Allied  fleet  against  the 
German  positions  In  Belgium.  The*  sec- 
tor of  ArroH  continues  to  be  the  scene 
of  exceedingly  violent  artillery  opera- 
tions. 

The  Hussions  hold  the  Austro-Oerman 
forces  In  check.  The  retirement  of  the 
Urand  Duke  Nicholas  from  the  position, 
of  generalissimo  of  the  Russian  forces 
and  the  action  of  the  Csar  In  taking 
the  Held  In  person  have  created  a  great 
•enaatlon.  There  will  naturally  be 
some  anxiety  to  learn  what  effect  the 
change  will  have  upon  the  situation. 
That  the  Grand  Duke  conducted  a 
masterly  retreat  must  be  conceded,  and 
the  world  was  eagerly  awaiting  the  next 
development  of.  his  strategy.  The  ex- 
planation given  by  the  Csar  for  hla  new 
step  is  purely  a  formal  one,  but  It  Is 
likely  to  be  the  only  one  that  will  be 
given  out  until  the  history  of  the  war 
comes  to  be  written.  There  Is  a  re- 
.port  that  the  Kaiser  Is  displeased  with 
General  yon  Hlndenburg,  and  the  dla- 
patchea aay  the  latter  la  no  longer  mak- 
ing progress  against  the  Russians.  Ills 
operations  have  been  greatly  Impeded 
by  the  Fall  rains  which  have  set  In 
rather  earlier  then  usual.  The  posi- 
tion of  the  Russians  seems  to  be  much 
more  favorable  than  that  of  the  Austro- 
Uerraas)  forces,  fcr  the  former  haVe  be- 
hind them  a  country  full  of  resources 
and  With  the  beat  part  of  the  Russian 
railway  system  nt  their  command, 
whereas  the  latter  are  In  a  devastated 
region  with  very  poor  lines  of  com- 
munication. 

No  news  was  received  from. the  Dar- 
danelles yesterday.  The  Serbians  have 
been  shelling  the  Austrian  positions  and 
greatly  Impeding  the  operations  of  the 
enemy's  troops.  The  Italian  forces  con- 
tinue to  advance,  notably  towards  Trent 
by  way  of  the  Sugnno  vattey.

The  claim  made  by  the,  Austrian  Am- 
bassador at  Washington  that  he  ha*  the 
right  to  direct  Austrian*  living  .la  the 
United  fltates  to  go  on  strike  so  as  to 
interrupt  the  manufacture  of  muni- 
tion* or  war  will  hardly  be  conceded 
by  the  Washington  Oovtrnment.  It  is 
a  gross  violation  of  the  sovereign  rights 
of  the' United  States.' but  It  Is  valuable 
as  Indicative  of  the  length  to  which 
Teutonic  pretensions  go.  If  the  Am- 
bassador is  within  his  rights  In  advis- 
ing Austrian*  to  go  on  strike,  why  may 
he  not  also  be  at  liberty  to  adviae  them 
to  resort  to  acts  or  violence?  We  have 
recently  seen  that  a  great  expenditure 
has  been  made  on  behalf  of  the  Ger- 
man Government  to  Influence  American 
opinion  against  permitting  the  export 
of  munitions  of  war.  We  suppose  no 
exception  can  be  taken  to  this  on  the 
score  that  It  Is  an  Interference  In  the 
domestic  affairs  of  the  United  States, 
but  the  Austrian  incident  following 
close  upon  the  heels  of  the  disclosures 
of  German  intrigue  and  coupled  with 
the  Improper  use  of  passports  Issued 
by  the  authorities  at  Washington,  es- 
tablishes that  It  Is  not  only  the  smaller 
nations  that  have  no  rights,  which  the 
Teutonic  Empires  feel  bound  to  respect.

Hoogo  will  pass 
the  comprehension  of  anyone  except  a 
caaoor.  A  London  illustrated  paper  may 
print  a  sketch  made  on  th*  spot  of  the 
British  trenches  showing  their  relation 
to  tnoae  of  the  enemy  and  the  censor  Is 
blind  to  It;  auch  picture*  are  printed 
every  week,  but  let  some  soldier  at- 
tempt la  hla  crude  way  to  tell  where  he 
was  anal  hla  story  la  rigidly  eoaaored. 
Surely  a  greater  degree  of  publicity 
night  bo  accorded  to  the  minor  details 
of  the  war  with  good  results  and  no 
harm  to  anyone.

It  Is  well  to  do     one'*  "bit"  In     the 
army,  but  it  la  also  well  to  do  one's  bit 
at  home.     The  word  "bit"  Is  a  very  ex- 
pressive  one.     Used   in  connection   with 
the  war.  It  implies  that  not  very  much 
can  be  expected  from  one  Individual,  but 
that  many  Individual  efforts  combine  to 
produce    powerful    effects.      This    Is    as 
true  of  business  as  It  Is  of  lighting,  and 
if  we  would  all  do  a  little  In  the  way 
of    advancing    It    we    would    accomplish 
great    things.      A    comparatively    recent 
arrival  In  Victoria,   discussing  business 
conditions,    said    that    what    the    people 
appeared  to  lack  here  Is  "coheslveness  of 
effort,"    and    she   contrasted    our    condi- 
tion here  with  that  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States.     Victorians  do  not  seem 
to  realize  that  "many  a  mlckle  makes  a 
muckle."    We  live  in  a  large  land  where 
things  are  done  In  a  large  way.     When 
we  speak  of  areas  to  be   developed   we 
think  of  thousand*  and  perhaps  of  tens 
of  thousands  of  square  miles.     When  we 
talk   of   railways   to   be  constructed   we 
have  in   contemplation  a   mileage  some- 
where In  the  hundreds,   if     not  in     the 
thousands.     We    use     such     words     as 
transcontinental,     transoceanic,     Orient, 
Occident,  Imperial,  and  so  on,  and  when 
we     measure    ourselves      against       the 
mental  pictures  we  form  the  most  that 
any  one  of  us  can  do  seems  to  be  little 
enough.    We  do  not  exactly  "despise  the 
day  of  small   things,"  but  we     do     not 
realize  its  importance.     Our  people  need 
to   learn    to   work   together   bettor   than 
they  do.     We  are  not  now   thinking  of 
united  effort  to  get  some  government  or 
some  railway  company  to  do  something 
for  us.     There  Is  alwaye  sufficient  unity 
in   matters   of    that     kind.     Whst     the 
community   lucks   Is   unity   of   action   In 
local   effort.

Someone  may  know  of  something 
and  may  be  prevented  from  engaging  In 
It  for  lack  of  assistance  that  might  be 
given.     Is   there  anything  that  one   In- 
dividual   or    several    individuals    acting 
In   concert   might   do    that    is   not    being 
ilone?     Would  it   not  be     well  for     the 
people  of  the  whole  community  to  think 
more  about  these  things  than  they  do? 
la  there  not  something  at  which  a  be- 
ginning   can    be    made;    something    that 
win  keep  at  home     some  of  the  money 
that    Is   sent   abroad;     something     that 
will     produce  whst     will  bring     money 
from  elsewhere     to     bo  expended   here; 
something   that   will     start  .a     pay-roll, 
even  though  at  the  outset  It  may   bo  a 
small  one? 

During  the  past  twenty  years  there 
have  been  many  things  which  the  people 
of  the  community  assured  themselves 
meant  prosperity,  once  they  couKl  be 
realised.  There  was  the  building  of  a 
great  hotel,  the  settling  of  the  Song- 
hees  Reserve,  the  building  of  the  break- 
water and  piers,  the  advance  of  a  new 
line  of  railway,  the  extension  of  the 
K.  at  N.  Railway,  and  so  on.  Now  some 
people  tell  ue  that  the  one  thing  we  need 
Is  a  new  dry  dock.

Germans  talk  about  securing  the  free* 
*m  of  the  sea.  and  not  a  few  people 
wonder  what  th*y  mean.  Someone  haa 
aaked  Tbe  Oregon  Ian  about  it.  and  oar 
contemporary  answers  In  an  Interesting 
article,  which  we  epitomise. 

The  Romans  held  that  the  sea  ws* 
free  to  all  people,  but  In  the  middle 
agee  nation*  act  up  claims  to  sove- 
reignty oTsr  saaa  adjacent  to  their  bor- 
ders. Than  Venice  claimed  sovereignty 
over  the  Adriatic;  Denmark  and  Swede* 
claimed  joint  control  of  the  Baltic 
Later  England  claimed  the  right  to 
rule  the  North  Atlantic  as  far  south 
as  the  latitude  of  Cape  Flnlstcrrs. 
Spain  asserted  sovereignty  in  tbe  whole 
Pacific  Uveal)  by-,  virtue  of  a  papal  tie. 
tree,  and  on  the  same  authority  Portu- 
gal claimed  exclusive  rights  over  the 
Indian  Ocean.  Queen  Elisabeth  was 
the  first  monarch  to  make  a  formal  de- 
nial of  the  right  of  any  nation  to  the 
ownership  of  the  high  seas,  and  the 
last  attempt  to  claim  such  a  right  was 
made  by  the  United  gtgtes  and  related 
to  Bering  Sea,  but  thla  was  disallowed 
by  the  arbitration  of  1893.  For  a 
time  Denmark  collected  tolls  from 
ships  entering  the  Baltic.  This  was 
not  done  under  any  claim  of  right,  but 
only  a*  compensation  for  the  upkeep 
of  lights  and  buoya.  Later  theae  tolls 
were  abolished  by  international  agree- 
ment, and  Denmark  was  compensated 
by  the  Interested  nstions.  The  only  ex- 
ception to  the  abolition  of  sovereignty 
over  the  narrow  seas,  where  they  con- 
nect two  larger  bodies  of  water,  is  In 
the  esse  of  the  Dardanelles  and  the 
Bosphorus.  where  Turkey  was  given 
certain   restrictive   powers   by    treaty. 

Right  of  search,  in  the  case  of  ves- 
sels suspected  of  carrying  contraband 
of  war,  may  be  regarded  as  a  restric- 
tion of  the  freedom  of  the  seas.  This 
right,  exercised  In  respect  to  American 
ships  upon  which  it  was  suspected 
there  might  be  English  sailors,  waa 
the  cause  of  the  war  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  United  States  In  1812. 
The  treaty  of  peace  after  the  war  made 
no  reference  to  this  matter,  but  it  is 
generally  understood  that  the  claim  ad- 
vanced by  the  British  Government  at 
that  time  has  been  abandoned.  Great 
Britain  formerly  held  that  any  goods 
belonging   to  an     enemy   were     subject 

to  selsure  wherever  they  might  be 
found,  but  this  was  waived  by  the 
Declaration  of  Paris,  a  paragraph  of 
which  reads  us  follows:  "The  neutral 
Hag  covers  enemy's  goods  with  the  ex- 
ception of  contraband  of  war."  The 
Oregonlan  saya  "the  freedom  of  the  aea 
was  thus  firmly  established."  and  It 
concludes  with   these   words: 

Germany  professes  a  desire  to  rescue 
freedom  of  the  sea  from^Britlsh  naval 
supremacy,  but  In  peace  the  seas  are  as 
free  to  ships  of  other  nations  as  to 
those  of  Britain.  Until  Germany  ex- 
plains what  is  meant,  we  aro  unable  to 
understand  In  what  respect  she  desires 
to   change    tho    normal    status. 


THE    U aTXOjr    JACK 


A  discussion  has  arisen  as  to  the  ori- 
gin of  the  word  "Jack"  In  the  name  of 
the  flag  of  the  British  Empire.  Phil- 
ologists think  the  word  in  whatever 
connection  It  is  used  Is  derived  from 
the  French  "Jacques,"  which.  In  Its 
turn,  cornea  from  the  Latin  "Jacobus," 
the  latter  being  derived  from  the  He- 
brew "Jacob."  The  fact  that  the  Cress 
of  St.  Andrew,  patron  saint  of  Scotland, 
was  added  to  the  English  flag,  which 
bore  tho  Cross  of  St.  George,  during 
the  reign  of  James  1.,  has  led  some  to 
the  hasty  conclusion  that  the  word 
"Jack"  as  used  In  this  connection  Was 
derived  from  his  name,  which  In 
Ftench  would  be  Jacques,  but  this 
seems  rather  far-fetched.  We  suggest 
us  a  more  reasonable  derivation  the 
word  n  "Jacket;"  the  dlmlnuitive  of 
which  was  "jack,"  and  was  applied  to 
a  short,  sleeveless  garment  worn  In 
the  place  of  armor,  and  sometimes  as 
a  foundation  upon  which  Iron  rings 
were  fastened  In  lieu  of  armor.  The 
knights  carried  shields  upon  which 
their  urms  were  emblaxoned,  and  It 
is  no  uncommon  thing  to  see  in  old  pic- 
tures men  wesrlng  a  loose  sleeveless 
garment  or  Jack  with  the  arms  em- 
broidered Ihereon.  It  In  not  Improb- 
able that  English  men-nt-arms  may 
have  had  the  Cross  of  St.  George  shown 
upon  their  jacks,  and  hence  the  name 
of  th«  garment  may  have  been  applied 
lo  the  emblem.  When  tho  Cross  of  St. 
Andrew  wge  sdded.  the  emblem  be- 
came a  union  Jack,  symbolising  the 
union  of  the  Crown  of  England  and 
Scotland.  Later  the  Crpss  of  St.  Pat- 
rick was  added.  It  may  be  added  f  at 
the  word  "jack"  la  widely  used  In  the 
English   language  as  a  diminutive.

Tho  dwmasd  for  fast  l*  certain  to 
Imraasv  very  greatly,  and.  thouch  the 
bank*  of  the  Atlantic  coast  may  fur- 
nish aa  inexhaustible  aappry.  yet  thla 
supply  In  any  season  la  not  unlimited. 
There  are  nearly  •es.eae.aso  people  in 
America,  aad  probably  more,  who  are 
all  to  a  certain  extent  consumer*  of 
n»h,  aad  how  many  millions  muat  be 
added  to  this  for  the  fish- sting  popu- 
lation of  Asia  we  shall  not  undertake 
to  say.  Europe  also,  in  normal  times. 
Is  supplied  very  largely  from  the  At- 
lantic banks.  In  comparison  with  the 
total  consumption  of  flab  ever/  year, 
the  product  of  the  nah-ries  of  the 
North  Pacific  seems  insignificant;  but 
that  It  mar  be  called  upon  to  supply 
ever  Increasing  qusntitles  in  the  days 
to  come  Is  beyond  all  doubt.

Lt.-Col,  Hodgins'  Overseas 
Battalion  Begins  Training 
Under  Canvas  Today — Re- 
cruiting Has  Been  Resumed. 


Recruiting  for  the  1st  Canadian 
Pioneer  Corps,  Lt.-Col.  A.  Hodgins  com- 
manding, the  headquarters  of  which  are 
situated  In  the  Belmont  Block,  Victoria, 
B.C..  will  ba  resumed  today,  and  tha 
corps  will  be  established  In  camp  at 
Macaulay  Plains  before  this  evening. 
Major  Macdonnell  loaves  this  morning 
for  a  tour  of  Vancouver  Inland  centres, 
for  the  purpose  of  enlisting  suitable  men 
anxious  to  see  overseas  service  with  the 
corps. 

The  arrival  of  equipment  from  Ottawa 
permitted  Col.  Hodgins  to  issue  Instruc- 
tions for  the  continuance  >f  the  work  of 
taking  on  men.  As  volunteer;,  are  ac- 
cepted they  will  be  given  their  "kit"  and 
immediately  start  training  their  quar- 
ters being  on  the  plains  under  the  same 
canvas  which  furnished  accommodation 
only  a  short  time  ago  for  the  No.  6 
General  Hospital,  lately  reported  safe  in 
Kngland.  There  Is  no  doubt  that  the 
appeal  of  the  Corps  of  Pioneers  will 
rreet  with  p.  ready  response,  as  many  are 
i-i'own  to  have  been  waiting  for  the  ac- 
tive commencement  of  recruiting  to  of- 
fer their  services.  An  office  will  n« 
opened  in  Vancouver  without  delay. 

At  present  the  battalion  has  a  strength 
of  about  100,  all  of  whom  were  signed 
on  prior  to  the  announcement  that,  ow- 
ing to  the  lack  of  supplies,  there  would 
have  to  be  a  temporary  discontinuance  of 
recruiting.  This  small  body  has  been 
training  regularly,  and,  together  with 
the  officers  already  appointed  and  In  the 
city,  is  the  extent  of  tho  force  now 
ready  to  take  possession  of  the  camp, 
it  will  not  be  long  before  the  number  is 
greatly  augmented.

Downpour   of   Tire   Minutes   Besults   In 

Precipitation   of  .17   Inch — Ushered 

In   by  Thunderstorm 

Another  record  was  broken  when  rain 
descended  on  Victoria  In  a  torrent  late 
yesterday.  Ushered  In  by  flashes  of 
lightning  and  peals  of  thunder,  the 
heavy  storm  cloud  swept  over  the  city 
from  the  northwest  at  5  p.^  m..  the 
driving  rain  Hnd  hall  scattering  the 
homebotmd  shoppers  and  toilers  In 
search    of    shelter. 

During  five  minutes,  which  was  the 
period  of  the  downpour,  the  automatic 
rninguage  ut  the  Oonxelea  Heights  Ob- 
servatory recorded  the  extraordlnory 
precipitation  of  .17  Inch.  This  is  the 
heaviest  five  minutes'  fall  recorded  In 
Victoria  It  Is.  In  Tact,  fortunate  thnt 
the  downpour  was  of  short  duration, 
since,  at  the  rate  of  fall,  the  drainage 
capacity  of  the  streets  would  have  soon 
fcten  overtaxed.  It  Is  reckoned  thRt,  at 
such  a  rate  of  precipitation  during  a 
period  of  thirty  minutes,  one  inch  or 
an  omount  equal  to  one  ton  of  water 
to    the    sere    would    have    fallen.

Once     again     the     Board     of     School 

Trustees  waa  called  upon  to  announce 
ita  attitude  In  respect  to  the  attendance 
at  the  city's  public  schools  of  pupils 
Iron  an  outside  municipality.  An  ap- 
licatlon  from  uak  Bay  parents  to  be  al- 
lowed to  send  their  children  to  the  Mar- 
garet Jenkins  School,  at  Hollywood, 
because  of  the  great  distance  which  the 
children  would  have  to  walk  If  they  atr 
tended  their  own  school,  was  refused  at 
last  night's  regular  monthly  meeting  of 
the  hoard. 

Application  was  recently  made  by  the 
parents  to  the  board's  secretary,  hut 
refused,  and  thereupon  the  appeal  waa 
made  straight  to  the  board. 

Trustee  Dr.  Lewis  Hull  favored  ac- 
cepting the  application,  or  at  least  leav- 
ing It  with  the  municipal  inspector,  who 
could  discuss  the  matter  with  the  oak 
Bay  board,  ■which  might  bo  Informed 
that  If  such  cases  were  paid  for  the 
permission    would    be    granted. 

Truatee  Mra.  Jenkins  pointed  to  the 
puplla  In  Saanlcli  who  reelde  nearer  the 
city  echoola  than  their  own  and  pre- 
dicted that  if  the  application  before  the 
board  were  accepted  other  similar  ap- 
plications would  be  made  and  a  matter 
on  which  the  board  had  already  taken  a 
Stand  -would   be  reopened. 

Truatee  Deavllle  declared  It  waa  the 
duty  of  Oak  Bay  to  look  after  its  own 
puplla  and  It  was  a  caae  where  the  city 
hoard  had  no  standing  but  one  for  ar- 
rangement between  the  parents  and  the 
Oak  Bay  board. 

Truatee  Riddell  thought  It  was  an 
exceptional  caae  owing  to  the  distance 
the  children  on  whose  behalf  the  ap- 
plication was  made  would  have  to  travel 
to  attend    their  own  municipal   school. 

After  lengthy  discussion  Trustee  Dea- 
vllle's    auggestlon    that    the    request    be 
refused    waa  adopted,   being  opposed   by 
only  Trustees  Hall  and   Biddell. 
Aeaiet   Cadet   Oorpa 

Recommendations  as  to  the  future  of 
the  school  cadet  corps  were  made  by 
the  special  committee.  It  waa  decided 
to  ask  all  patriotic  societies  of  -the  city 
for  financial  assistance  towards  the  pur- 
chase of  equipment,  two  of  the  school 
oorpa  already  having  been  equipped 
through  the  efforts  of  the  Daughters  of 
the  Kmplre,  and  the  principals  of  the 
various  schools  will  be  notified  that  it 
la  the  wlah  and  order  of  the  board  that 
the  cadet  movement  be  encouraged  and 
the  teacher  detailed  to  instruct  the 
cadets  be  informed  of  this  order.  A 
further  recommendation  that  a  first 
class  miniature  rifle  range  be  installed 
at  the  Central  School  wns  laid  over 
pending  the  preparation  of  an  estimate 
of  coat. 

Leave  of  absence  for  six  weeks  was 
granted  to  "Mr.  George  K.  Bread  nor, 
mannai  training  Instructor  at  the  Hoys' 
Central  Scliool,  who  will,  for  that  period, 
be  paid  the  difference  between  his  sal- 
ary and  that  given  to  a  aubstitutc.  Air. 
Broadncr  will  tuke  the  aviation  course 
nt  the  Vancouver  training  school  with  a 
view  to  leaving  ultimately  on  active 
service.  Considerable,  objection  was 
voiced  l»y  Trustee  Shortt  to  the  action 
of  the  hoard  in  making  this  financial  ar- 
rangement with  Mr.  Breadner  when  in 
previous  cases  where  men  loft  on  active 
service  and  asked  for  some  consideration 
the  board  refused  the  request. 

In  reply  to  the  representations  of  Mra. 
K.  I*.  I.eo  and  Mr.  W.  Meade,  the  latter 
representative  of  the  British  Columbia 
centre  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving  Society, 
that  arrangements  be  made  whereby 
school  children  would  he  given  instruc- 
tion In  swimming,  the  board  will  reply 
that  while  fully  appreciating  the  im- 
portance of  the  suggestion,  it  cannot  he 
carried  Into  effect  at  present  owing  to 
lack  of  money. 

The  suggestion  of  Major  Belson.  cadet 
Instructor,  that  the  board  should  arrange 
for  the  cadet  corpa  of  the  city  schools 
being  present  on  the  occasion  of  the 
presentation  by  ills  Royal  Highness  the 
Duke  or  Connaught  to  the  Ksqulmalt 
Cadet  Corps  of  the  trophy  recently  won 
by   the   latter,    waa  approved. 

The  recommendation  of  Mrs.  Dickson, 
teacher  of  the  school  at  the  Protestant 
Orphans'  Home,  that  the  name  of  the 
school  be  changed  waa  adopted  and 
hereafter  it  will  he  known  as  the  Cook 
Street  School. 

Before  adjourning,  the  trustees  unani- 
mously passed  a  resolution  of  condol- 
ence with  thu  family  of  tho  late  Mr. 
R.  L.  Drury.  who  for  se\etal  years  was 
a  prominent  member  of  the  School 
Board  and  had  always  taken  a  keen  In- 
terest In  educational  matters  of  the  city.

steamship  company,  states  that  such 
complaints  are  premature,  aa  apace  haa 
already  been  booked  for  800  tons  of 
potatoea,  deaplte  the  fact  that  apeclal 
storage  ia  required  for  the  stowage  of 
auch   a   perishable  article.

Statistics  of  Those  Recruited 
in  British  Columbia  to  Work 
on  Prairies — Nearly  3,000 
Went, 


The  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  Attorncy- 
Oenernl,  yesterday  received  from  Mr. 
P.  It.  Fleming,  Provincial  relief  officer, 
an  accouut  of  the  measure  of  success 
which  had  attended  the  efforts  of  the 
Provincial  Government  to  assist  In  re- 
lieving the  unemployed  problem  by  co- 
operating with  the  transportation  com- 
panies and  the  Governments  or  the 
Prairie  Provinces  and  sending  men  to 
the  harvest  fields. 

Nearly  three  thousand  men  from 
various  points  in  British  Columbia  ate 
now  at  work  In  Saskatchewan,  and  this 
haa  materially  Improved  the  unem- 
ployed situation.  No  figures  arc  as  yet 
available  as  to  the  number  who  left 
Prince  Rupert  or  Prince  George,  but 
figures  for  other  cities  arc  as  follows: 
Victoria,  17«;  Vancouver,  1,868;  Nelson. 
150;  New  Westminster,  17»;  Nanalmo. 
MH;  •'Knmloops,  88;  Revelstoke,  18; 
Grand    Forks,    2;   Greenwood.    2. 

"The  result  Is  especially  gratifying.'' 
said  Mr.  Bowser,  "for  1  am  sure  that 
It  has  brought  a  measure  of  much- 
needed  teller  to  many  deserving  men. 
It  fell  to  my  lot  to  Initiate  proceedings 
in  the  matter  of  arranging  the  excur- 
sions with  the  transportation  compan- 
ies, owing  to  the  absence  of  Sir  Richard 
McBiide,  and  1  wlah  to  take  thla  op- 
portunity to  say  how  pleased  is  the 
Oovernment  with  the  fine  aplrlt  shown 
by  those  companies,  the  Government  of 
Saskatchewan,  and  the  Hon.  Martin

Judge  Forin  reports  Bernsrd  Cautfleld, 
manager  of  the  mine,  and  Wm.  McFegan. 
overman,  were  both  negligent  In  their 
duties,  nnd  suspends  Caulfleld's  certifi- 
cates for  one  month,  snd  McPegsn's  cer- 
tificates  for  one   month. 


The  Hon.  W.  J.  Bowser,  attorney- 
general,  yesterday  initiated  proceeding* 
for  tho  prosecution  of  J.  H.  Tonkin, 
manager  of  the  Western  Fuel  Company  ! 
nt  Nanalmo,  and  Thomas  Graham,  chief 
inspector  of  mines  for  the  Provincial 
Government,  thla  course  having  been  de- 
termined upon  after  full  consideration 
by  the  executive  council  of  flic  r«p»rt 
of  Mr.  Justice  Murphy.  wUo  was  com- 
missioned to  investigate  the  cause  of 
and  responsibility  for  the  accident  that 
occurred  on  February  t,  1913,  in  tne  No. 
1  slope  of  the  South  Wellington  coal 
mine,  resulting  in  the  '.osa  of  nineteen 
lives.     The  charge  la  manslaughter. 

The  formal  summonses  in  the  case 
were  issued  yesterday,  and  Mr.  W.  it. 
Bui  lock- Webster  has  been  named  as 
crown  prosecutor.  This  afternoon  Mr. 
Bullock-Webster  will  appear  before  Mr. 
A.  J.  Dallain,  justice  of  the  peace,  snd 
ask  for  an  adjournment  for  a  week,  so 
that  the  preliminary  hearing  may  be 
commenced  before  Mr.  John  Kirkup,  sti- 
pendiary   magistrate   nt    Nanalmo. 

Added  interest  to  the  announcement  of 
the  decision  of  the  Government  is 
created  through  the  high  esteem  and 
great  popularity  enjoyed  by  the  two  of- 
ficials who  are  to  face  trial,  but  the  pub- 
lic was  prepared  for  an  announcement 
of  prosecutions  to  follow  a  finding  of  the 
commissioner  which  warranted  sucu  ac- 
tion through  the  statement  made  to  the 
press  by  Mr.  Bowser,  when  the  commis- 
sion was  Issued  to  Mr.  Justice  Murphy. 
On  that  occasion  the  Attorney-General, 
as  acting  Minister  of  Mines,  declared 
that  it  was  the  Intention  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  probe  the  matter  of  the  accident 
to  the  bottom,  and  to  prosecute  those 
who  would  be  adjudged  guilty  of  negli- 
gence. 

The  commission  waa  issued  to  Mr. 
Justice  Murphy  on  May  29  last,  and  the 
investigation  was  held  at  Nanalmo  on 
the  5th,  «th  and  7th  of  July.  The  fol- 
lowing appeared:  Mr.  H.  A.  Maclean. 
K.C.,  for  the  Government;  Mr.  J.  G.  F. 
Hudson,  for  the  Federal  Minea  depart- 
ment; Mr.  Yarwood,  for  the  Weatern 
Fuel  Company;  Mr.  H.  W.  It.  Moore, 
for  the  Pacific  Coast  Coal  Mines;  Mr. 
J.  H.  Simpson  for  the  B.  C.  Truat  Cor- 
poration: Mr.  J.  DeB.  Karris,  for  Mrs. 
Miller  et  al,  and  Mr.  A.  Lotghton  for 
relatives  of  Mr.  Fey  and  Mr.  Pearson. 
led  to  Mlneteon  Deaths 

On  February  ft  a  shot  was  fired  by  men 
win  king  in  the  No.  1  slope  of  the  South 
Wellington  mine  which  broke  through 
the  wall  into  the  old  Southficld  work- 
ings, letting  In  an  enormous  quantity 
of  water  and  drowning  nineteen  men,  in- 
cluding Mr.  Foy  the  mine  manager,  who 
entered  the  mine  to  try  and  rescue  the 
trapped  men  and  perished  In  the  at- 
tempt, 

Mr.  Justice  Murphy's  report  la  a  very 
voluminous  document  of  fort . v -eight 
typewritten  pages.  On  the  question  of 
the    main    issue,    His    Lordship     reports: 

"The  responsibility  for  the  South  Wel- 
lington disaster  on  Mr.  Graham's  part  Is, 
however,  purely  negative.  He  is  to 
blame,  not  for  what  lie  did,  but  for  what 
he  did  not  do,  and  what  his  official  posi- 
tlon  made  it  hla  duty  to  do.  Mr.  Tonkin 
played  the  active  role.  With  the  full 
knowledge  that  Mr.  Graham  was  leaving 
everything  to  him.  that  he.  Mr.  Tonkin, 
proposed  to  remove  the  100-foot  barrier 
wall  right  up  to  the  boundary  and  then 
turn  and  run  west  directly  towarda  the 
atipposed  location  of  the  old  Mouthfleld 
workings  again,  to  his  knowledge  long- 
aba nd. nnd  and  partly  filled  with  water, 
and  with  the  further  knowledge  which 
he  must  have  had  its  msnager  that  water 
was  freely  flowing  into  the  South  Welling- 
ton No.  a  north  level  .100  feet  from  the 
face,  which  water  might  be  from  a  sur- 
face swamp  and  might  be — as  turned  out 
to  be  the  fact — from  the  old  Soulhfleld  I 
workings,  fully  aware  In  addition  that  j 
error  meant  death  in  all  human  probabil- 
ity to  many  miners,  what  did  he  dor  He 
proceeded  to  South  Wellington  to  Inspect 
the  data  and  come  to  a  decision  (he  did 
not  reside  at  the  mine,  but  usually 
visited  It  once  a  week).  He  was  aware 
that  at  Nanalmo.  t'i  miles  distant,  the 
original  map  of  the  Southfleld  workings 
was  open  to  inspection  In  the  office  of 
the  Western  Fuel  Company.  Instead  of 
obtaining  It,  he  had  Wright  produce,  he 
says,  Kxhlblts  3,  1  and  7 — Wright  says 
F.xhlblta  I  and  1 — superimpose  them, 
and  on  this  he  decided.  .  .  .  Tbc  main 
fact  In  thla  connection  Is  that  Mr.  Ton- 
kin knew  he  could  have  access  to  the 
original  Southfleld  map  at  the  office  of 
the  Western  Fuel  Company  at  Nanalmo. 
i '-  miles  distant.  Instead,  he  used 
copies,  and  copies  which,  on  their  face, 
considering  the  problem  being  decided, 
ought  to  have  aroused  suspicion.  On 
him,  In  my  opinion,  rests  the  direct 
primary  responsibility  for  the  accident."

Looking  back  to  April,  1913,  it  Is  al- 
most startling  to  And  that  it  entered 
the  minds  of  a  number  of  Victoria  wo- 
men then  to  form  a  Ited  Cross  Chapter 
of  the  Daughters  of  the  Km  pit-.  War 
in  those  days  was  very  far  from  l  the 
thoughts  of  even  the  most  ardent  Im** 
pertallsts. 

Yet  the  Daughters  of  Pity,  under 
whose  auxpices  the  chapter  was  founded, 
and  whose  president  Is  ex-offlcto  tho 
vice-regent  of  the  chapter,  knew  that 
there  was  relief  work  needed  In  Vic- 
toria that  was  not  being  met  by  any  of 
the  existing  societies,  So  Instead  of 
confining  the  membership  to  the  wives 
uf  doctors,  nurses,  hospital  and  St. 
John  Ambulance  workers,  the  chapter 
Included  all  who  were  Interested  In  any 
plans  for  relieving  suffering.  The  first 
ofllcers  of  the  chapter  were  Mrs.  Hascll, 
who  Is  still  regent;  vice-presidents. 
Miss  Hlncocks  snd  Mrs.  Home;  secretary, 
Miss  Lovell;  treasurer,  Miss  Kathleen 
Taylor:  standard-hearer,  Miss  Kathleen 
Little.  It  was  natural  that  the  chapter 
should  choose  as  an  inspiration  to  patri- 
otic work  the  name  of  Florence  Night- 
ingale, and  no  motto  c6uld  have  heen 
more  appropriate  for  a  body  of  women 
who  sought  opportunities  of  doing  good 
than  thai  wonderful  sentence,  "l.o\e 
Never   Kalleth." 

The  first  work  in  which  the  chapter 
became  interested  was  the  St.  John  Am- 
Luilancc  classes  In  first  nld  and  home 
nursing,  of  which  Miss  Munro  won  con- 
vener. Many  members  of  the  chapter 
completed  the  courses  successfully,  and 
Miss  Munro  herself  won  every  distinc- 
tion that  could  be  conferred  upon  her 
by  the  local  branch  of  the  association. 
In  the  demonstration  of  first  nld  and 
nmbulance  work,  which  took  place  on 
(lovernment  House  grounds  In  lilt,  bo- 
fore  the  Duke  snd  Duchess  of  ('on- 
naught,  Miss  Munro,  Mrs.  C.  K.  Wilson 
and  several  other  members  of  the  chap- 
ter were  among  tho  successful  com- 
petitors. 

To  many  women  the  provision  for 
poor  mother*  and  their  babies  of  "ma- 
ternity bags"  appealed  strongly.  Mrs. 
!•:  J.  ileum  has  taken  the  lead  in  this 
department,  and  the  amount  of  work  she 
has  been  able  to  accomplish  with  tbe  aid 
of  her  rommlttee  Is  wonderful.  Kven 
she  does  not  know  how  much  relief  her 
'ovlng  forethought  has  given.  This  worx 
Is  continued  by  Mrs.  It.  W,  Wilkinson, 
who.  during  the  Winter,  has  on  hand  u 
stock  of  garments  for  older  children  and 
their    parents   who    may   be   In    need. 

At  the  call  of  the  Municipal  Chapter, 
the  society  has  helped  In  the  presenta- 
tion of  colors  to  the  RKlh  Fusiliers  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  (Jotted  Service' 
Club,  and  has  taken  charge  of  the  serv- 
ing of  tea  and  refreshments  at  most  of 
the  large  entertainments  given  for  the 
benefit  of  the  order.  Among  these  have 
been  the  Hose  Show,  the  Kernacse  and 
the  "Mede-ln- Victoria"  Fair  at  the  Drill 
Hall.  The  attendance  of  chapter  mem- 
bers at  the  agricultural  fair  wearing 
the  St.  John  Ambulance  badge  and 
ready  to  give  first  aid,  proved  a  much- 
needed   safeguard. 

The  chapter  has  for  three  years  under- 
taken the  coat  of  training  a  nuthe 
rravas  at  the  Oinaill'in  Hospital  at  Xas- 
eick.  India.  On  her  promotion  to  the 
nurMng  staff  she  was  presented  with  an 
honorary  membership  In  tli«  Florence 
Nightingale  Chapter,  a  distinction  which 

She    values    highly. 

On  several  occasions  this  chapter  ha* 
rendered  aid  to  slstet  women  In  need  of 
hospital  nursing  snd  aent  remem- 
brance* and  greeting.  «t  Christmas  to 
old  campaigners  and  veterans  residing  in 
the  rtty. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  every  mem- 
ber of  the  chapter  was  roused  tv  a  sense 
of  her  reSpoualbtltty  for  the  carrying 
out  of  the  teller  work  needed,  and  In 
December  the  chapter  undertook  to  re- 
ceive mad  forward  the  Red  Crass  sup- 
plies. Need  of  a  local  branch  devoted 
entirely  to  Rod  Cross  work  bicaaes  evi- 
dent aa  tho  heapHals  la  the  Motaor 
Land  Sees  ass  ailed  with  wenadad  sol- 
diers, and  tho  rise  ana  i  Nightingale 
Chapter  had  the  honor  of  taking  toe 
are*  stew  towards  Its  ergaarsatlom.  Than 
wan  dearn  with  the  eonaaat  and  ap- 
l ,  amval  of    lha 


which  tbe  Florence  Nightingale  branch 
has  always  rendered  obedience  and  loyal 
service. 

The  Rod  Cross  movemept  has,  from 
the  beginning  received  the  most  en- 
thusiastic support  of  every  chapter  of 
the  Daughters  of  Empire  throughout  the 
whole  province,  and  none  have  been 
more  active  than  those  of  Victoria  and 
Vancouver  Island. 

The  regent  of  the  Florence  Nightin- 
gale Chapter  who  is  vice-regent  of  the 
municipal  and  secretary  of  the  Provin- 
cial Chapter  of  the  I.  O.  D.  K..  devotes 
the  greater  part  of  every  working  day 
to  Red  Cross  and  allied  work  and  fills 
the  place  of  assistant  secretary  to  the 
Red  Croaa  Society.  Mrs.  Harold  Flem- 
ing, one  of  the  members,  superintends 
the  workroom,  giving  the  whole  day  to 
ber  task,  and  Mrs.  Home  has  charge  of 
the  Auxiliary  room,  where  such  quanti- 
ties of  splendid  hospital  supplies  have 
been  made  by  nuraes  and  others.  Mrs. 
Charles  K.  Wilson  has  been  elected  to 
the  leadership  of  the  Voluntary  Aid  De- 
tachment. Mrs.  H.  A.  8.  Morley  has  re- 
cently undertaken  to  dispatch  papers  to 
the  wounded  in  the  hospitals  from  the 
United  Service  Club  rooms.  The  whole 
chapter  has  worked  with  others  In  equip- 
ping the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  recreation  room  at 
the  Willows,  and  in  providing  the  tem- 
porary hospital  tents. 

Whst  this  Martha  among  the  Daugh- 
ters of  the  Kmpire,  has  accomplished 
has  been  chiefly  through  the  personal 
service  of  the  members.

Already  the  evenings  are  growing  long 
ami  those  who  have  .had  opportunity 
for  outdoor  amusements  In  the  months 
that  have  gone  by  must  forego  their 
pleasure-  Tennis  and  cricket  players, 
those  who  love  an  afternoon  walk,  the 
children  in  the  parks,  the  boys  who  play 
baseball  or  football,  all  these  must  come 
indoors  when  dark  descends  at  six,  at 
five,   or  at   four  o'clock. 

What  are  those  people  who  enjoyed 
the  bright  sunshine  or  the  long  twi- 
lights to  do  between  dark,  and  bedtime? 
"Study,"  say  the  teachers.  "Read,"  says 
the  librarian.  "Work,"  say  many  moth- 
ers. But  most  of  these  good  people 
know  that  study,  reading  and  work  will 
not  satisfy  the  young  people.  They  need 
amusement  and  company.  These  can  be 
found  In  various  places  by  those  who 
have  money.  There  are  theatres,  enter- 
tainments, concerts  and  dances.  But 
this  year  money  is  scarce  and  those  who 
have  It  do  not  feel  that  it  should  be 
carelessly  spent.  Shsll  we  then  let  the 
k'irls  and  boys  seek  for  diversion  in  flie 
lighted  streets'.'  Many  a  mother  can.  if 
she  chooses,  gather  her  children  and 
their  friends  into  her  sitting-room  and 
let  them  spend  part  of  the  evening  In 
games  and  music.  Happy,  Indeed,  are 
those  young  people  who  find  recreation 
at  home.  They  are  saved  from  many- 
temptations  until  their  morsl  nature  Is 
strong  enough  to  resist  them. 

It  Is  not,  however,  possible  In  every 
home  to  entertain  all  the  young  people. 
There  may  be  sickness  In  the  home.  A 
home  may  be  crowded  or  tbe  mother 
may  be  delicate.  Where  there  are  little 
children  mothers  and  fathers  themselves 
need  recreation.  These  and  other  rea- 
sons often  lead  to  a  choice  of  dangerous 
amusements. 

The  street  corner  or  the  empty  lot  be- 
comes the  resort  of  children  whose 
homes  are  unhappy  or  uncongenial.  Older 
boys  and  girls  attend  public  dances 
where  they  meet  bad  companions.  Home- 
times,  having  no  money  to  spend,  they 
seek  companionship  on  the  streets.  If 
good  women  are  watchful  they  will  see 
that  many  dangers  lie  In  wait  for  those 
who  are  dented  the  need  of  all  young 
creatures,    wholesome    recreation. 

The  coming  Winter  Is  likely  to  be  a 
hard  one  In  many  ways.  There  is  sor- 
row In  many  homes.  Boys  and  girls,  too, 
will  miss  the  companionship  of  friends, 
comrades  or  lovers.  It  will  be  necessary 
(or  many  to  save  light  and  fuel. 

These  and  other  considerations  should 
make  the  people  of  Victoria  more  anx- 
ious than  ever  for  tbe  children  snd 
young  people. 

In  our  school  houses  we  have  buildings 
that  belong  to  the  people  and  that  could 
be  made  to  minister  to  the  needs  of  the 
neighborhood  by  night  as  well  as  by  day. 
In  other  cities  the  schoolhouso  affords 
s  club  for  tha  men  and  a  meeting  place 
for  the  mothers,  while  the  young  folks 
can  enjoy  entertainment  shared  In  by 
their  elders.  There  Is  no  reason  why 
tbe  assembly  rooms  of  our  school  houses 
should  not  be  used  for  free  lectures, 
concerts  or  dances.  Social  meetings 
might  bo  hold  In  them  from  time  to 
time;  all  that  is  needed  in  any  district 
le  an  Intelligent,  unselfish  desire  for  the 
good  of  the  community.  There  is  talent 
enough  in  Victoria  If  It  wera  only  util- 
ised. The  churches  are  doing  murk  and 
no  one  would  wish  l«  interfere  with 
their  activities.  But  they  do  not  reach 
all.

A  Wew 

The  people  of  the  United  Stales  have 
taught  us  many  lessons  In  lavish  spend- 
ing.    It  Is  to  be  feared  that  the  people 


of  Western  Canada  have  been  all  too  apt 
pupils.  It  la  Interesting  to  learn  that 
the  Americans  have  formed  a  society  for 
thrift  and  that  a  western  man,  David 
Starr  Jordan,  the  chancellor  of  Iceland 
Stanford  University,  is  one  of  the  most 
ardent  exponents  of  the  new  dootrlne. 
In  an  address  before  the  International 
congress  of  thrift  which  met  recently  In 
San  Francisco,  Professor  Jordan  aald: 

"It  Is  not  easy  to  talk  In  praise  of 
thrift  because  It  has  no  enemies,  no  de- 
tractors, no  one  who.  In  theory  stands 
opposed  to  Its  theories  or  who  criticises 
Its  practices. 

"Those  opposed  to  thrift  are  the  un- 
thrifty and  these  are  so  through  Igno- 
rance, carelessness  and  lack  of  backbone, 
not  because  they  are  conscious  opponents 
of  the  Idea  In   question. 

"Thrift.  I  take  it-  Is  the  determina- 
tion to  live  with  a  margin  for  future  ad- 
vancement, to  earn  a  little  more  than 
one  spends  or  to  spend  a  little  less  than 
one  earns,  meanwhile  to  get  the  value  In 
strength.  In  satlsfsotlon  or  In  worthy 
return,  for  the  money  one  feels  free  to 
spend.  The  apirlt  of  thrift  is  opposed 
to  waste  on  the  one  hand  and  to  reck- 
lessness on  the  other. 

"It  does  not  involve  stinginess  which 
Is  an  abuse  of  thrift,  nor  does  it  require 
thst  each  Item  of  savings  should  bo  a 
financial  investment. 

"The  money  that  Is  spent  in  education 
of  one's  self  or  of  his  family.  In  travel, 
in  music  or  art,  or  helpfulness  to  others, 
If  It  brings  real  returns  In  personal  de- 
velopment or  In  better  understanding  of 
the  world  we  live  in.  Is  In  accord  with 
the  spirit  of  thrift

SHIP  ARRIVES  SAFELY 


Itellevlng  all  fears  held  for  her  safety, 
«m  strrttah  ship  Cast  tat  on.  Captain

Word  was  brought  by  the  steamship 
Prince  Rupert  that  the  new  floating  dry 
dock  and  ship  repairing  plant,  which  the 
O.  T.  P.  lias  built  at  Prince  Rupert,  aa 
part  of  Its  railway  and  marine  'terminal 
facilities,  is  now  open  for  business.  Tha 
flrat  repair  contract  to  be  taken  in  hand 
10  that  of  the  steamer  Delhi  which  was 
wrecked  on  the  Alaskan  coast  and  sub- 
sequently   salvaged. 

The  opening  of  the  new  dock  Is  aa 
event  of  great  importance  to  the  port  of 
Prince  Rupert.  The  selection  and  sur- 
vey of  the  site  was  made  In  1910,  and 
the  actual  work  of  construction  was 
commenced  early  In  1913.  The  dock  is 
In  three  units,  with  a  total  lifting  capa- 
city of  20.400  tons.  All  the  units  are 
Interchangeable,  and  each  Is  complete 
In  Itself,  with  pumps  and  air  compres- 
sors. The  two  end  sections  are  each  of 
6.000  tons  capacity,  and  the  middle  sec- 
tion of  10,000  tons  capacity. 

Oreat    Lifting    Power 
When  all   three     are  joined     together 
the   dock  will   be  capable     of   raising  a 
vessel  $00  feet  long  of  20,000  tons. 

The  dock  has  an  over-all  length  of  $04 
feet  4  inches,  on  the  keel  blocks,  a  clear 
width  of  100  feet,  and  a  width  over-all  of 
130  feet.  The  lifting  power  is  the 
aggregate  of  twelve  pontoons  of  timber 
construction,  each  130  feel  long,  cor- 
responding to  the  width  of  the  dock,  44 
feet  wide  In  a  direction  corresponding 
to  the  length  of  the  dock,  and  15  feet 
deep. 

These  pontoons  are  united  by  steel 
side  walls  or  wings  38  feet  high,  15  feet 
wide  at  the  bottom  and  10  feet  wide  at 
the  top,  the  walls  being  divided  so  that 
the  whole  structure  may  be  used  under 
ordinary  conditions  as  three  eeparate 
docks,  one  of  six  pontoons  with  an  over- 
all length  tf  209  feet,  and  two  of  three 
pontoons  each,  with  an  over-all  length 
of  164   feet  each.  • 

The  machinery  for  pumping  the  dock 
consists  of  centrifugal  pumps,  operated 
by  electric  motors,  the  capacity  of  the 
equipment  being  sufficient  to  pump  the 
entire  lifting  power  of  the  dock  In  two 
hours. 

The  structure  as  a  wholo  is  secured 
to  the  shore  by  clamps  on  the  dock  with 
a  vertical  truss  secured  to  the  pjle  plat- 
form In  such  a  way  that  it  Is  free  to 
rise  and  fall  with  the  tide,  and  when  be- 
ing raised  or  lowered  with  the  ship. 
The  location  of  these  attachments  is 
such  that  when  It  Is  desired  to  use  the 
dock  In  separate  sections  the  bow  sec- 
tion may  be  detached  and  moved  around 
the  pier  work  located  alongside  the  plat- 
form and  secured  in  the  same  manner 
as   provided    in   the  original   position. 

To  make  the  other  two  sections  avail- 
able as  separate  docks  it  is  only  neces- 
sary to  detach  the  middle  section,  com- 
prising six  pontoons,  from  the  pier 
work  and  advance  It  the  length  of  the 
detached  section,  when  the  sliding 
clamps  upon  the  wings  will  coincide 
with  those  used  for  the  previous  sec- 
tion when  the  dock  was  operated  as  a 
whole.  This  will  allow  ample  space  be- 
tween the  centre  and  stern  sections  for 
the  overhang  without  Interference  of 
vessels. that  may  be  docked  In  them. 
Pumping  Machinery 
The  pumping-  machinery  consists-  of 
twenty-four  12-Inch  centrifugal  pumps, 
oue  In  eaoh  end  of  each  pontinin.  They 
operate  at  approximately  275  r.p.m.,  be- 
ing driven  by  a  vertical  shaft.  All 
pumps  on  each  side  of  each  section  are 
driven  through  gearing  and  horlsontal 
shafting  by  an  electric  motor.  Thus  for 
the  two  smaller  sections  of  three 
pontoons  each  there  are  four  100  h.p. 
motors,  and  for  the  larger  section  of 
six  pontoons  there  are  two  200  h.p. 
majors. 

These  motors  are  of  the  alternating 
current,  3  phase,  26  cycle,  560  volt,  with 
WOUnd  rotors  and  slip  rings  for  variable 
speed  control.  The  urmatuie  shaft  is 
extended  at  both  ends  and  operates  the 
distribution  shafts  through  reduction 
gearing  at  approximately  275  r.p.m. 

The  power  house  has  all  the  hollers 
and  power  plant  required  for  the  supply 
of  all  the  electric  current  for  the  dry- 
dock,  shop  equipment,  compressed  air 
plant  and  electric  lighting  equipment, 
all  under  one  roof,  covering  an  urea  of 
18383   square   feet. 

The  holler  and  blacksmith  shop  Is  7$ 
by  160  feet,  the  central  part  being  12 
feet  wide,  provided  with  :i  15-ton  travel- 
ling crane.  The  machine  shop  |«  of 
similar  design  and  equipped  up  to  the 
minute.'

SHIP  ENDYMION  AT 

M  FINISHES  TRIP 


Russian  Sailer  Passes  Up  to 
Vancouver  120  Days  Out 
From  Adelaide — Was  Repro- 
visioned  at  Sea.

Terminating  the  longest  passage  on 
record  for  a  windjammer  from  Aus- 
tralia, the  Russian  three-masted  ship 
Kiidyniion,  Captain  Johanasen,  reached 
the  quarantine  station  at  William  Head 
early  yesterday  morning  in  tow  of  the 
tug  Arctic.  After  securing  her  pra- 
tique the  Russian  continued  her  pas- 
sage to  Vancouver,  passing  this  port 
about  8  a.  in.  The  Emlymlon  was  ex- 
actly 120  days  out  from  Adelaide,  South 
Australia.  The  average  passave  by  a 
vessel  over  this  route  Is  $5  days. 

Hhe  is  under  charter  to  Heathley  A 
Co.,  to  load  a  full  cargo  of  lumber  at 
Hastings  Mills  for  Cape  Town,  South 
Africa.  For  many  days  during  her  voy- 
age the  Hndymlon  was  becalmed,  and 
the  situation  became  so  desperate  that 
Captain  Johanasen  placed  his  men*  *on 
short  rations.  It  was  on  the  af ifernioh-  } 
of  August  22  that  the  becalmed  Kndy- 
mion  Was  sighted  by  the  steamer  Yel- 
lowstone, and  upon  going  alongside 
Captain  Olson,  master  of  the  steamer, 
was  informed  by  the  master  of  the 
windjammer,  that  they  had  almost  ex- 
hausted their  stock  of  provisions. 

The  position  of  the  vessel  at  this 
time  was  latitude  40.4$  N.,  longitude 
124.32  W.,  about  twenty-eight  miles 
N.N.W.  of  Blunt's  Reef  lightship.  The 
necessary  provisions  to  last  until  the 
completion  of  the  voyage  was  supplied 
the  Kndymion  by  the  master  of  the 
Yellowstone,  and  the  windjammer's 
crew  enjoyed  their  first  square  meal 
In    many    days. 

Off  the  Columbia  River  the  Kndy- 
mion was  notified  to  proceed  to  Vancou- 
ver, and  the  vessel  a* as  picked  up  out- 
side by  the  tug  Arctic  and  towed  up 
the  Straits.  The  vessel  did  not  put 
Into  the  Royal  Roads  after  clearing 
rrmn  the  quarantine  station,  proceed- 
ing direct  to   Vancouver.

The  Inverclyde  nailed  frotii  Santos, 
Hni/.il,  and  when  off  Capo  Horn  bumoed 
Into  ndeerse  wenther  and  was  unable 
l»  round  the  rocky  promontory,  ho  ner 
oaptatn  squared  away  for  the  Cape  of 
Uood  Hope  and  made  the  run  here  via 
Australia.  The  Inverclyde  was  about 
1 1  7  days  In  making  the  passage.

WOMEN'S  EMM 
CONCLUDE  SESSIONS 


Miss  Ravenhill  Speaks  of  the 
Importance  of  Eugenics — 
Nursing  Problems  in  Rural 
Districts  Are  Discussed. 


With  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting 
h*ld  last  night  at  the  T.W.C.A.  rooms, 
at  which  a  number  of  matters  relative  to 
Institute  problem*  and  suggestions  for 
future  work  .were  discussed,  the  second 
annual  convention  of  the  Women's  Insti- 
tutes of  Vancouver  Island  was  brought 
to  a  close.  During  the  proceedings 
much  enthusiasm  was  ahown  by  'every 
delegate  over  the  matters  discussed,  and 
all  declared  themselves  ready  to  con- 
tinue the  splendid  work  through  the 
year  with  the  same  seal  exercised  for- 
merly.   

Yesterday's  part  of  the  convention  was 
commenced  at  0  o'clock  in  the  morning, 
when  flve-mlnute  reports,  explaining 
concisely  the  progress  made  by  the  vari- 
ous Island  branches,  were  read  by  the 
delegates.  Miss  Alice  Ravenhill  took 
the  chair. 

probably  the  moat  masterly  address 
delivered  during  the  conference  was 
made  yesterday  morning  by  Kiss  Raven- 
hill, her  subject  being  "What  la  Eu- 
genics? A  . Plea  for  Racial  improve- 
ment." The  speaker  ahowed  great  tn- 
•Ight  Into  the  difficult  ouestlon,  and  nor 
enlightening  discourse  was  listened  to 
by  the  members  with  rapt  attention. 

"The  tWO  essential  characteristics  to 
the. highest  standard  of  physical,  moral 
and  mental  welfare  In  the  child,"  ahe 
Held,  "are  goodneas  of  nature  and  good- 
ness of  nurture.  While  a  new  Idea  to 
many,  it  Is  nevertheless  true,  that  even 
In  thee*  advanced  ttmea,  life  can  be  in- 
fluenced before  birth.  All  modern  thought 
goes  to  ahow  that  the  human  race 
should  consider  Itself  the  steward  of 
the  life  With  which  It  haa  been  en- 
dowed, and  that  this  heritage  each  and 
all  should  enrich  for  the  life  of  suc- 
ceeding generations.  Eugenics  give  the 
answer  aa  to  how  thla  should   bo  done. 

"Knelt  child,"  she  continued,  "comes 
Into  the  world  with  the  Inheritance  of 
both .  father  and  mother,  and,  in  order 
that  Hi*  unborn  generation  should  be 
of  the  highest  possible  endowments, 
thought  should  be  exercised  with  re- 
gard to  eugenics  by  prospective  parents." 
"The  BUgheat  Type" 

Defining  the  qualities  which  mark  the 
highest  type  of  human  nature,  Miss 
navenhlll  said  that  energy,  consistency 
of  purpose,  love  of  work,  love  of  order, 
love  of  HAerty,  sense  of  discrimination, 
courtesy  and  concentration  were  neces- 
sary adjunct*. 

The  speaker  shed  some  light  on  the 
situation  In  Canada  by  quoting  copious 
•tat|stlea.  Mhe  declared  that  infant 
mortality  waa  very  high  In  Canada;  In 
fact,  Canada  stood  second  only  to  Rua- 
ala.  which  has  the  highest  mortality  In 
the  world.  Canada'*  position  was  du* 
to  lack  of  segregation  of  the  unlit  for 
marrying. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  address,  *  dis- 
cussion waa  introduced  by  Mrs.  Do  war, 
of  langford.  It  w«*  stated  by  Dr. 
Helen  ityan  that  the  Infant  mortality  in 
thla  -elty    waa  only  S  per  cent. 

Dr.  H.  J.  AVassnn,  medical  Inspector 
of  the  schools  of  Victoria,  gave  an  In- 
teresting and  Instructive  treatise  on  the 
duty  of  parent*  In  respect  to  the  medi- 
cal Inepectlon  of  school  children,  In 
which  he  remarked  that  proper  nutri- 
tion, sufficient  sleep  and  recreation  were 
of  vital  Importance  to  every  child.  Or. 
Wesson  dealt  with  th*  foundation  and 
progress  of  th*  system  of  school  in- 
spection In  this  city  at  *ome  length  and 
•aid  that  great  success  bad  attended 
th*  officials  effort*  hern.  He  pointed 
out  that  a  matter  which  might  ad- 
vantageously be  taken  up  by  Women's 
Institutes  was  the  separation  of  chil- 
dren suffering  from  Infectious  disease* 
from  other*.

dress  on  "My  Duty  to  th*  Empire," 
taking  th*  form  of  a  greeting  to  th* 
new  Institute*  which,  during  the  past 
year,  have  sprung  up  in  every  district 
of  th*  Province.  Mr*.  Blckford  spok* 
of  th*  Increased  pressure  put  upon  the 
nation  by  being  Involved  In  the  war, 
and  she  pointed  out  bow  the  women 
should  hear  part  of  the  burden  by  con- 
ducting the  institute  work  as  formerly 
and,  at  the  came  time,  pay  attention  to 
the  appeal  of  th*  Red  Cross  and  kindred 
patriotic  'institutions. 

Mrs.  K.  G.  Watson  replied,  and  a  vote 
Of  thank*   was  passed   to  the  apeaker. 

Miss  Ard  Mackenzie,  of  th*  Victorian 
Order  of  Nurses,  gave  a  comprehensive 
address  on  the  nursing  problem  In 
rural   district*  and   It*  solution. 

She  described  the  function*  of  the 
rural  nuralng  scheme,  which  had  been 
given  Impetus  by  a  large  donation  from 
the  Duchess  of  Connaught  when  ahe  be- 
came honorary  president  of  the  order. 
She  aald  that  the  greater  part  of  the 
amount  waa  spent  In  rural  dlatrlcts 
where  the  demand  for  efficient  nursing 
was  more  urgently  required. 

Speaking  of  the  unity  of  the  order, 
•he  said  that  it  was  "one  unit  from 
the  far  east  to  the  extreme  west. 
where  members  worked  In  harmony,  al- 
lowing for  flexibility  which  might  be 
required  by  local  developments.  The 
new  branches,  or  nurses'  homes,  were 
fostered  by  the  older  Institutions  and 
only  the  most  competent  women  were 
sent  to  fill  posts  In  the  rural  district... 
The  homes  were  usually  so  placed  that 
they  might  attend  to  any  cases  within 
an  area  of  eome  twenty  miles,  and 
transportation  for  the  nurses  was  al- 
ways provided  by  those  requiring  their 
services. 

Xygleaio  Information 
The  nurses-  homes  were  headquarters 
for  hygienic  Information,  and  were  per- 
manent Institution*.  They  were  not, 
and  should  not  be  maintained  through 
charity,  but  by  mutual  aid  and  philan- 
thropy. 

A  discussion  on  the,  question  fol- 
lowed. In  which  several  delegates  par- 
ticipated. Mrs.  P,  N..  Welch  an.l  Mrs. 
Hutchinson  both  spoke  of  the  advisa- 
bility of  the  Women's  Institutes  Inter- 
esting themselves  in  the  subject  and 
it  was  proposed  that  an  establishment 
be  maintained  near  Victoria,  which 
would  embrace.  Metchosln,  Parson's 
IJrldge,  Sooke  and  other  districts. 

"Recreations  for  Young  People  In 
Rural  Districts"  formed  the  topic  for 
an  address  by  Mrs.  Graves,  who  spoke 
in  an  Interesting  manner  of  the  pro- 
blems confronting  the  mothers  of  the 
community  In  that  respect.  They  might 
i'c.  ■  to  a  large  extent,  eliminated,  In 
her  opinion.  Hhe  advocated  healthy  ex- 
ercise In  all  things  and  made  a  plan 
for  the  women  of  the  Institutes  to  see 
that  the  children  were  given  their  right- 
ful share  of  recreation  as  well  as  study. 

A  vote  of  thanks  to  the  speakers  was 
passed  beforo  the  conference  adjourned.

Kegret  at  losing  two  of  the  members 
of  the  teaching  staff  of  the  High  School 
and  pleasure  at  the  promotion  which 
they  have  received  waa  expressed  by 
members  of  the  Board  of  School  Trus- 
tees last  night  when  the  resignations 
'Of  Mr.  Howard  Ruaaell  and  Mr.  F.  J. 
C.  Wood  were  submitted.  Both  teachers, 
who  were  members  of  the  McGIII  Col- 
lege staff  here,  have  received  profes- 
sorships on  the  staff  of  the  University 
of  British  Columbia,  their  appointments 
to  the  latter  having  been  made  at  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  governors  of  the 
University  at  Vancouver.  Mr.  Ruksell 
will  be  professor  of  mathematics  and 
Mr.   Wood  or  English  and  classics. 

Gn  the  recommendation  of  Trustee 
Hall,  who  referred  to  the  long  and  ex- 
cellent service  which  Mr.  Russell  has 
given  during  his  twenty-three  yeara'  as- 
sociation with  the  teaching  staff,  and 
to  the  valuable  work  of  Mr.  Wood,  the 
chairman  and  municipal  Inspector  were 
authorlxed  to  draft  a  letter  of  the 
board's  appreciation  of  the  services  of 
the  retiring  teachers.  The  vacancies 
occasioned  by  theae  resignations  will  be 
Wiled  temporarily,  the  permanent  ap- 
pointments to  be  considered  later. 

The  position  of  domestic  science  In- 
structor waa  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  Florence  W.  Manuel,  at  present 
at  Toronto.

GERMANS  DECEIVED

The  mystery  surrounding  the  raising, 
training  and  distribution  of  a  great 
Urlttsh  army  encourages  in  Germany 
the  comfortable  belief  that  there  is  no 
arch  army  In  existence,  says  The  Bos- 
ton Herald.  If  the  British  Govern- 
ment observes  secrecy  with  respect  to 
Its  military  preparations,  and  the  Ger- 
ti.sn  government  is  silent  as  to  bat- 
tles In  which  Brttlah  forces  am  the  nle- 
tors,  people  can  but  guess,  and  may 
suppose  that  there  ta  nothing  to  report. 
Here  Is  the  testimony  of  a  Hollander 
Who  lived  In  Berlin  from  the  beginning 
ot  the  war  till  the  first  week  of  this 
month:  "A  German  simply  laughs 
when  he  I*  told  that  England  haa 
a  huge  volunteer  array.  'Well,  where 
are  they.  If  they  have  them?'  he  askr. 
He  thinks  Kitchener's  battalions  are  a 
paper  army."  Apparently  the  Oerman* 
at  home  have  not  even  heard  that  It 
was  the  British  who  flung  back  the 
German    drive    for    Calais. 

According  to  the  same  witness,  the 
German*  think  that  Britain  can  do  and 
la  doing  nothing.  In  a  military  sense, 
and  that  her  French  and  Russian  Al- 
lies, realising  British  "Impotence,"  are 
on  the  verge  of  internecine  strife  with 
her.  This  latter  Idea  Is  worked  for  all 
It  I*  worth ;  through  the  channels  that 
•  re  used  to  start  dissension  In  the 
Quadruple  Entente.  It  I*  asserted  that  ' 
Hritlsh  military  assistance  has  not  been 
what  France  had  a  right  to  expect,  and 
that  then  la  French  discontent  In  con- 
sequence. Lot  u*  come  to  facta 
What  was  It  that  France  had  a  right 
to  expect?  It  was  th*  Mid  of  a  British 
military  force  not  exceeding  IS*,***  men. 
Thl*  was  all  that 'the  British  govern- 
ment promised  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war,  apart  from  naval   help 

Haa  th*  promise  been  kept?  The  Ger- 
man cltlsens  who  think  the  British  army 
fictitious  would  doubtless  be  surprised 
to  learn  that  the  casualties  among  Brit- 
ish soldiers  *t  th*  front  are  already 
throe  times  the  number  of  the  original 
force  that  the  British  government  under- i 
took  to  send,  and  are  more  than  doubt* 
the  losses  through  death  and  wound* 
suffered  hy  th*  Gorman*  In  their  IS7S 
wnr  against  Frnnce.  So  says  Mr.  Bal- 
four, the  First  Lord  of  the  Admiralty. 
And  we  know  that  parliamentary  vote* 
sine*  th*  wsr#  began  bare  brought  the 
army  ap  10  a  total  of  about  z.»*e.**s 
men.  From  th*  mystery  ta  which  It 
Is  veiled  It  flashes  ant  occasionally  la 
Belgium,  in  Franco,  In  Sertot*  and  In 
Gallipot! — to  any  nothing  of  Aatetle  and 
African  campaigns.  It  ha*  eortalnly 
dessonstrated  It*  existence. 


The  Government  of  Minsk,  whose  bor- 
der* German  armies  are  approaching  on 
three  aides,  north  from  Kovel,  east  from 
Brest-Utovsk.  and  south  from  Vllna. 
forms  the  heart  of  White  Russia  and 
one  of  the  most  desolate  reglona  In  the 
European  division  of  the  Caar'e  empire. 
The  Government  of  Vllna.  half  overrun 
by  Teutonic  Invaders,  hounds  Minsk  in 
the  north:  Grodno  Government  bounds 
it  in  the  west,  and  tbe  Government  of 
Volhynla  in  the  south.  With  tbe  fall  of 
Brest-Ldtovsk.  there  Is  no  other  power- 
ful fortress  on  the  western  line  until 
Bobruisk,  a  flrst-claas  fortress  l&O  mile* 
northeast  of  Plnsk.  or  240  miles  north- 
east of.  Brest-Ldtovsk.  Is  reached.  Thl* 
fortress  ilea  behind  the  great  White 
Russian  swamps. 

Somewhat  rolling  and  hilly  In  the 
northwest  by  far  the  greatest  part  of 
the  Government,  however.  Is  taken  up 
by  lowlands  and  marshes.  These  dreary 
marsh  stretches  reach  far  to  the  north 
beyond  the  borders  of  the  Government, 
and  In  the  south  almost  to  the  fortress 
of  Rovno,  which  lies  west  of  Gallclan 
L*mt»t.rg.  In  the  west,  these  marsh 
lands  reach  to  Brest- Li  to  vsk,  and,  to  the 
east,  they  spread  Into  the -Governments 
or  Vitebsk,  Mogllef.  Smolensk.  Cheroi- 
geff  and  Kief.  Drainage  of  theae  fever- 
awamps  and  useless  sponge-lands  has 
been  effected  to  a  small  extent  by  *  sys- 
tem of  canals  and  other  works.  There 
still  remain,  however,  great  areas  where 
the  floating  land  llej  altogether  waste 
and  quite  Impassable. 

Minsk  has  an  area  of  35,283  square 
miles.  The  highest  point  In  the  Gov- 
ernment. In  the  northwest.  Is  found  In  a 
narrow  range  of  hills,  which,  rising  be- 
tween sou  to  1.000  feet,  form  the  divide 
between  the  Black  Set  snd  Baltic  waters. 

The  Pripet  River  crosses  the  Govern- 
ment from  west  to  east,  draining  Its 
swamps  to  the  Dnieper,  while  the  Bere- 
slna  crosses  it  from  north  to  south,  pass- 
ing before  the  fortress.  Bobruisk,  which, 
with  the  swamp  landj  before,  forms  the 
central  link  In  the  Russians'  new  line  of 
defence.  The  Bereslna  now  takes  the 
place  of  the  Bug  and  Bobruisk*'  that  of 
Brest-Lltovsk. 

The  marshes  often  cover  hundred*  of 
square  miles  of  cheerless  country,  with 
lakes  and  muddy  pools  Interspersed. 
There  are  many  areas  of  treacherous 
sands  that  go  to  make  the  region  an 
unusually  dangerou*  for  those  un- 
acquainted with  the  path*  that  thread 
Its  labyrinth.  Joined  In  the  maze  of 
peat-bog.  morass,  quicksand,  swamp, 
pond  and  lake  are  vast  forests  of  dense 
growth,  cavernous  and  black.  These 
heavy  forests  have  given  the  region  one 
of  the  names  by  which  it  is  best  known 
n-the  Polysle,  meaning  "the  woods."  It 
Is  estimated  that  swampy  and  morass 
lauds  take  up  about  22  per  cent  of  the 
Government's  area,  while  40  per  cent  of 
Its  area  Is  clothed  with  water-logged, 
spongy  forest  land.  The  marshy  forest 
trees,  while  very  dense,  are  stunted  and 
consist  of  pine,  birch  and  aspen. 
Poor  and  Flagne-Strlcken 

This  part  or  Russia,  together  with 
th«  parts  of  White  Russia  that  rea<  h 
beyond  the  border  of  Minsk  us  part  of 
the  marsh  and  swamp  land.  Is  extreme- 
ly poor.  It  Is  a  country  plagued  with 
malarias,  other  fevers  and  mostly  use- 
less noils.  The  Russian  Government's 
work  of  reclamation  has  greatly  Im- 
proved small  sections  of  the  country, 
but  most  of  this  work  remains  for  fu- 
ture accomplishment.  The  climate  of 
the  land  is  severe.  There  are  Inade- 
quate means  for  communication,  most 
of  the  ways  being  unmarked  track* 
through  the  mnrshes.  For  these  rea- 
sons, few  towns  of  any  Importance 
have  developed  In  the  region,  which  ha*

remained  passive  and  unknown  beneath 
Us  poverty.  The  Inhabitants  occupy 
themselves  mainly  with  agriculture, 
and  their  largest  city,  the  capital  of 
their  Government,  doc*  not  number 
anywhere  near  half  a  .  hundred  thou- 
sand. 

The  farming  .  population  constitutes

Counter-Attack  on  German 
Trenches  Carried  Out  in  Face 
of  Terrific  Fire — Jemadar 
Mir  Dast's  V,  C, 


The  dauntless  courage  and  unmaver- 
Ing  tenacity  of  the  Indian  troops  dur- 
ing their  first  experience  of  German  as- 
phyxiating gases  are  described  by  the 
Indian  Kyewltness  In  a  long  dispatch 
covering  the  second  battle  of  Ypres, 
which  began  on  April  23  and  lasted 
until  May  1.  .  The  officer-narrator  de- 
scribes the  German  aim  as  "part  of 
a  gigantic  endeavor  to  reach  the  coast, 
combined  with  a  fervent  desire  to  play 
up  to  a  gallery  of  wavering  neutrals. 
The  Lahore  a  Division  of  the  Indian 
army  reached  I  Ypres  after  a  long  and 
trying   marckVon   April    26. 

"The  asaault  on  the  German  trenches 
commenced  shortly  after  2  p.  in.,  and 
our  men,  advancing  by  short  rushes,' 
reached  the  crest  of  the  first  slope 
without  a  check,  but,  owing  to  heavy 
shell  fire,  the  casualties  were  already 
numeroua.  Within  300  yarda  of  the 
start  Lieut-Col.  Rennlck.  commanding 
the  40th  Pathans,  fell  mortally  wound- 
ed. He  was  dragged  Into  a  ditch  by 
the  adjutant — Lieut.  Campbell—  where 
he  lay  till  dusk.  His  laat  thoughts 
were  for  his  regiment,  and  as  he  was 
put  on  a  stretcher  he  said,  'Please  send 
two  of  my  Pathans  with  me.  If  I  die 
on  the  way  to  hospital  I  should  like 
them  with  me.'  Can  It  be  wondered 
at  that  our  Indian  troops  will  follow 
such  officers  Into  the  Jaws  of  hell? 

"On  reaching  the  first  crest  the  line 
came  under  a  terrific  machine  gun  and 
rifle  Are.  The  effect  of  thla  tornado 
of  bullets  is  graphically  described  by 
a  machine  gun  officer  who  says  that 
the  line  waa  advancing  steadily  whan 
suddenly  whole  bunchea  of  men  fell 
as  If  a  scythe  had  been  drawn  across 
their  legs.  Nevertheless  the  line 
pressed  on.  officer*  and  men  falling 
everywhere. 

"The  majority  of  the  machine  gun 
detachment  of  the  40th  Patnana  were 
hit.  and  two  guns  were  held  up.  Sepoy 
Mukhttara.  who  had  reached  the  shel- 
ter or  a  small  ditch  In  advance,  im- 
mediately volunteered  to  go  back  and 
try  to  bring  up  a  gun.  To  do  this 
he  had  to  cross  a  space  of  some  260 
yards,  which  was  being  swept  by  cn- 
niade  machine  gun  and  ride  firs.  He 
succeeded  In  his  attempt  and  returned 
under  a  hall  of  buUeU  carrying  the 
gwn.  * 

"The  enemy  let  looae  denae  clouda  or 
asphyxiating  gad,  from  which  the 
French  Colonlala  and  the  left  of  tha 
Ferosepore  Btfgade  were  the  chief 
aufferera.  although  the  whole  Of  our 
line  waa  more  or  less  affected  by  It. 
At  auch  a  short  dtstancs  the  density 
of  the  gas  was  more  than  any  troops 
in  the  world,  unprovided  with  any 
form  of  protection  against  this  foul 
device,  could  stand,  anal'  they  were 
forced  to  give  way.  Their  retirement 
affected  a  great  part  of  our  line.  By 
this  time  the  ground  was  coveted  with 
fhc  bodies  of  killed  end  wounded.  whl!e 
numbers  or  men  were  either  uncoa- 
aciouo  or  were  writhing  In  ths  extrerd-

"Jemadar  Mir  Dast,  tlth  Coke's  Ri- 
fles, attached  to  the  67th  Rifles,  re- 
mained wtth  some  of  his  men  in  the 
British  trench  in  spite  of  the  volumes 
of  gas  and  ceaseless  point-blank  fire 
which  the  enemy  poured  upon  them. 
After  dusk  he  was  ordered  to  retire, 
which  he  did,  collecting  a  number  of 
men  on  the  way.  and  subsequently  as- 
sisted In  bringing  In  eight  wounded 
British  and  Indian  officers  under 
heavy  fire,  being  himself  wounded  In 
doing  so.  For  his  most  conspicuous 
gallantry  throughout  the  action,  Jem- 
adsr,  now  Subadar,  Mir  Dast  has  been 
awarded  the  Victoria  Cross  (already  re- 
ported in  The  Daily   Mail.) 

"Lieutenant  Henderson,  of  the  1st 
Manchester  Regiment,  on  his  company 
commander  being  wounded,  took  com- 
mand and  led  the  remnant  of  his  com- 
pany up  to  about  seventy  yarda 
from  the  enemy.  Where  they 
held  held  on  until  relieved  next 
morning.  These  men  had  advanced 
for  nearly  a  mile  over  open, 
ground,  on  which  sheila  were  falling 
like  rain,  which  was  awept  from  end 
to  end  by  machine  gun  and  rifle  fire. 
Badly  reduced  In  numbers,  they  at- 
tained to  within  a  few  yards  of  their 
goal,  a  goal  which  they  would  undoubt- 
edly have  won.  Here  they  were  met 
Wth  the  flnsl  resort  of  a  fiendish  ene- 
my; half  suffocated  by  the  poisonous 
fumes  of  the  sas,  they  yet  aucceoded 
In  holding  their  ground  through  a  ter- 
rible twelve  hours.  Truly,  one  would 
have  to  look  far  to  find  a  more  strik- 
ing Instance  of  self-forgetting  devotion 
to  duty  and  British   bull-dog  tenacity."

"An  unarmed  German  gat  out  of  the 
enemy's  trenches  and  walked  slowly 
over  towards  ths  French  Una  Just  as 
he  arrived  there  snd  was  about  to  gat 
Into  the  trench  hs  was  shot  by  the  Ger- 
mans. At  this  Juncture  the  lfth  Sikh* 
sustained  a  very  severe  leas  by  the 
death  or  Brevet  Lleut.-Col.  Vivian  and 
Majof  Carden.  Colonel  Vivian  bad  to 
ruah  with  his  company  over  a  Sre-swept 
sone  to  Join  the  remainder  of  the  regi- 
ment Just  aa  he  arrived  he  waa  shot 
through  the  body  His  loss  was  keenly 
folt.  as  he  was  an  officer  In  whom  the 
regiment  had  the  greatest  confidence. 

VPear  appeared  to  be  unknown  to 
him.  and  It  is  related  that  on  one  occa- 
sion, being  anxious  to  ascertain  whether 
a  trench  waa  occupied  by  the  enemy,  he 
crawled  up  a  ditch  to  the  enemy's  para- 
pet snd,  being  unable  to  see  sufficiently 
well  from  there,  he  proceeded  to  climb  a 
tree  which  overlooked  the  trench.  Tha 
trench  was  occupied,  as  hs  soon  ascer- 
tained when  the  enemy  commenced  fir- 
ing at  him  from  a  few  yards  distant 
Hearing  a  bullet  strike  the  tree  Imme- 
diately behind  him,  he  thought  It  had 
passed  through  his  body,  and  dropping 
out  of  the  tree,  he  managed  to  crawl 
back  to  our  trench.  There  It  wa/<  found 
that  the  bullet  had  gone  through  tha 
many  clothes  which  he  was  wearing,  as 
It  waa  then  Winter,  and  had  struck  the 
tree  without  running  '  him  any  more 
harm  than  a  mark  on  the  skin. 

"Major  Carden  met  his  death  In  go- 
ing to  the  assistance  of  Captain  Mulr, 
who  was  mortally  wounded.  He  waa 
put  In  a  stretcher  and.  ae  he  was  being 
taken  away,  both  bearers  were  hit  and 
dropped  him.  Two  more  men  picked  up 
the  stretcher  and  Major  Cardan  was 
then  hit  again." 

Throughout  the  27th  the  troopa  were 
subjects  l  to  an  extremely  severs  last 
"he  development  snd  sdvance  had  to  be 
executed  in  full  view  or  the  enemy,  who 
kept  up  a  very  heavy  artillery  and  rifle 
fire  throughout  the  day.  In  spite  of 
this  and  the  employment  of  asphyxiat- 
ing gaa.  against  which  they  were  then 
unprovided  with  any  protection,  the 
troops  fully  maintained  their  reputation 
for  gallantry  and  ateadineas.  That  they 
failed  to  attain  their  entire  objective 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  it  was  Impos- 
alble  The  gallantry  of  the  divtalon  haa 
added  yet  aother  page  to  the  record  of 
the  Indian  Army  Corpa  In  this  war."

Naval  architects  are  often  perplexed 
over  the  different  results  obtained  by 
alater  ahlps  built  from  the  same  de- 
signs and  conatructed  alike  ao  far  as 
the  eye  van  aea.  London  shipbuilding 
and  Shipping  Record  cites  aa  example 
of  thlo  two  large  vessels  recently 
launched: 

Tha  first  went  on  trial  at  mid- 
Bummer  and  obtained  a  certain  speed 
with  a  particular  power,  whilst  y  the 
second  ran  her  trials  in  the  early 
Winter,  and  with  10  per  cent  less  power 
attained  a  tenth  of  a  knot  greater 
speed.  In  another  Instance  a'  faat  cross- 
channel  ataamer  obtained  almost  a  knot 
more  speed  than  her  sister  ship  with 
almost  the  eame  power.  It  la  well 
known  that  considerable  error  may 
creep  in  In  the  determination  of  the 
power  developed.  Prof.  Peabody  has 
expressed  an  opinion  that  this  may  be 
I  per  cent  in  error.  The  same  authority 
has  eaM  that  after  having  spent  a 
n  imher  of  seasons  in  making  progres- 
sive trials  under  ideal  conditions  he  Is 
surprised  that  progressive  speed  trials 
come  out  as  close  aa  they  do  rather 
than  that  they  are  not  any  Better.  A 
most  peculiar  result  was  given  by  an 
American  battleship  which  soma  time 
ago  waa  tried  with  bilge  keels.  The 
bilge  keels  were  afterwards  removed 
and  the  ship  waa  tried  over  the  eame 
course,  at  the  same  displacement  and 
aame  conditions  aa  nearly  as  possible, 
and  the  ship  took  several  hundred  more 
horse  power  for  a  given  speed  with  the 
bilge  keels  off.  The  explanation  given 
waa  that  the  ship  did  not  steer  nearly 
so  well  after  the  bilge  keela  were  re- 
moved, and  In  running  a  trial,  in  trying 
to  keep  a  straight  course,  more  helm 
was  used  with  the  bilge  keels  off  than 
on.  The  few  degrees  more  helm  caused 
a  decided  Increase  in  the  resistance. 
This  instance  gives  weight  to  the  opinion 
that  earefnl  steering  la  a  necessity  dur- 
ing trials  nnd  has  an  Important  i.earlng 
on   the  reaulta  obtained. 


The  organisation  of  the  Victoria 
Seed  O rowers'  Asoaclaton  will  be  the 
outcome  of  the  steps  which  local 
growera  have  taken  to  develop  the  a*ed 
growing  Industry  of  Vancouver  I  aland. 
At  a  meeting  yeaterday  of  the  commit- 
tee apnonted  to  further  the  movement. 
the  organisation  waa  decided  upon,  and 
Commlaeioner  Cuthbert.  of  the  Victoria 
and  Island  Development  Association. 
waa  requested  to  write  to  the  Seed 
Orowera*  Association  of  Ottawa  to  se- 
cure particulars  of  that  organisation. 
Aa  aoon  aa  thla  information  Is  received 
further  ateps  towards  the  local  associa- 
tion   Will    b*    taken. 

Yesterday's  meeting  waa  taken  up 
with  a  discussion  of  the  best  variety 
of  seeds  to  be  grown  here  for  commer- 
cial purposes.  Professor  Stevenson,  su- 
perintendent of  the  Dominion  Experi- 
mental Farm  at  Baxan  Bay.  stating 
It  aa  his  experience  that  the  local 
grown  seed  was  greatly  superior  to  the 
Imported  article,  and  would  give  much 
better  results.  A  similar  opinion  waa 
expressed  In  a  communication  from  Mr, 
Keithley,  of  Departure  Bay,  whose  ex- 
periments with  the  Imported  and  local 
grown  seeds  led  him  to  greatly  fa- 
vor the  latter. 

Commissioner  Cuthbert  reported  tu 
the  meeting  that  he  had  written  to  the 
various  leading  need  coneerna  of 
America  and  Great  Britain  aaklng  for 
advice  aa  to  the  beat  kind  of  need  to 
develop  for  commercial  purposes,  and 
the  prospects  of  working  up  trade  in 
the  locally  produced  aeeds.  A  commit- 
tee of  Meaara.  Manton,  Purdy  and 
Smith  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  list 
of  seeds  that  would  prove  most  suit- 
able for  production  here.  This  com- 
mittee will  report  at  a  subsequent 
meeting  to  be  held  ahortly.

Owners  of  forty-three  adjoining 
claims  on  tOoafclno  Inlet  have  group*., 
theen  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  the 
ayndleate  form  of  development,  which 
proved  ao  suceeaaful  In  placing  the 
Merry  Widow  and  old  Sport  grout.. 
near  Quatelno  Sound,  in  a  position 
which  made  it  attractive  to  capital  for 
permanent  Investment 

Both  properties,  or  groups,  were  lo- 
cated by  Mr.  II  U.  Adams,  who  la  now 
in  Vancouver,  and  it  la  by  hia  advloe 
that  the  Klaakino  properties  are  being 
developed  In  this  manner. 

The  claims  are  all  owned  by  British 
Columbia  residents,  some  of  whom  II vw 
in  Vancouver.  They  are  located  near 
the  bead  of  Klaakino  Inlet  an  arm  run- 
ning into  Vancouver  Island  from  Brooke 
Bay,  on  the  northwest  coant  of  the  lay 
and.  Klaakino  Inlet  haa  a  length  of 
eight  miles,  and  the  admiralty  chart 
show-  thirty  fathoms  of  water  through-  / 
out  its  length. 

The  claims  are  located  along  an  ore 
dyke  which  haa  been  traced  for  a  dis- 
tance of  three  miles,  and  where  cut  by 
two  croaks  shows  a  width  of  290  feet. 
Tha  ore-  occurs  in  lenses  throughout  the 
dyke  of  from  three  to  six  feet  In  width. 
Assays  from  these  lenses  give  aa  aver- 
age of  $17  In  value,  principally  in  cop- 
per. The  ore  values  occur  In  pyrrhotlle 
iron,  and  the  dyke  in  which  the  lenses 
occur  Is  principally  porphyry,  lying  be- 
tween dlorile  and  lime. 

The  dyke  is  cut  by  a  deep  canyou. 
which  provides  an  Ideal  tunnel  site  for 
drifting  In  on  the  ore.  and  located  only 
600  feet  from  salt  water.  Driving  in 
from  thla  canyon  a  depth  is  attained  of 
one  foot  for  tartry  foot  of  tunnel,  for 
the  first  few  hundred  feet.  An  ultlmato 
depth  In  this  tunnel  can  be  attained  on 
the  ore  of  2,600  feet.         , 

The  first  stage  of  development  Is  now 
proceeding,  five  men  being  employed  on 
the  property  building  camps  and  starting 
the  tunnel. 

Under  the  British  Columbia  mining 
laws  only  eight  claims  are  allowed  to 
be  grouped  for  the  purpose  of  doing  as- 
sessment work  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  in  one  place,  but  the  owners  of 
all  these  Klaakino  claims  have  peti- 
tioned for  an  order-ln-council  allowing 
them  to  group  all  the  claims.  The 
petition  was  presented  to  the  Minister 
of  Mines  last  Friday  by  Mr.  Adams,  anu 
ia  now  under  consideration  by  tho  de- 
partment. 

Shipping  facilities  from  the  Klaskino 
group  are  ideal.  Ocean  liners  can  land 
within  100  feet  of  the  beach  If  they  are 
wanted.  It  Is  the  present  intention  to 
expend  about  $5,000  in  the  tunnel  during 
the  coming  Winter,  which  should  result 
in  the  extraction  of  between  300  and  400 
tons  of  ore.  The  steamer  Tees  makes 
regular  trips  along  the  west  coast  of 
the  Island,  and  ore  can  be  loaded  upon 
her  from  a  floating  wharf,  which  will 
be  provided.  A  ahipplng  rate  of  $2.40 
per  ton  to  the  Tacoma  smelter  has  been 
secured,  and  the  smelter  rate  will  be 
probably  about  $4  per  ton.

Noble  Families  Have  Paid 
Heavy  Toll  in  Deaths  and 
Wounds  in  Great  Struggle- 
Useful  Work  at  Home,

Never  before  have  the  peera  of  Ijng- 
land  more  completely  than  in  the  pres- 
ent war  shown  their  readineea  to  up- 
hold the  great  traditions  of  the  past. 

In  the  South  African  War  only  four 
Peera  and  six  belrs  of  peer-  lost  their 
Uvea,  and  this  over  a  period  of  two 
and  a  half  yeara,  but  already  In  this 
war  five  peers  and  thirty-one  heirs  of 
Peers    have    been    loat. 

This  number  does  not  include  Prince 
Maurice  of  Hat  ten  berg,  brother  of  the 
Vlueen  of  Spain,  who  was  mortally 
wounded   in   France  last  October. 

The  Prince  of  Wales  waa  amongst 
the  foremost  In  setting  the  example 
or  service.  Other  members  of  the 
Royal  Family  aervlng  in  France  Include 
the  Duke  of  Teck.  brother  of  Queen 
Mary,  and  Prince  Arthur  of  Connaught, 
while  yet  others  closely  allied  to  the 
Royal  House  are  attached  to  the  head- 
quartera  etaff. 

It  was  only  recently  learned  that 
Lord  Crichton,  the  King's  Equerry, 
who  waa  supposed  to  be  a  prisoner  in 
Cermany.  had  been  killed  at  the  front 
some  months  before. 

The  list  of  peers  who  have  laid  down 
their  Uvea  In  their  country's  cause  or 
have  been  lncapaclated  In  action  Is  a 
lengthy     one.       The    sons    of    Viscount 
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Harding,.  and  Lord  St.  Davids  have 
f-een  killed  In  action,  while  the  heir  or 
l*drd  Ribbleadale  was  wounded  two 
months  ago  in  the  Dardanelles.  Lord 
Orenfell's  twin  sons.  Captain  Itivers- 
dsle  Qrenfell.  V.  C.  the  great  pololst. 
and  Captain  Frencls  Orenfell.  were 
both  killed  In  France  within  a  few 
months  of  each  other. 

A  great  fighting  name  is  recalled  in 
the  death  last  November  of  Captain 
Lord  Richard  Wellesley.  second  son  of 
the  Duke  of  Wellington.  Lord  John 
Hamilton,  brother  of  the  Duke  of  Aber- 
corn.  was  killed  in  action  two  months 
earlier.  The  Duke  of  Roxburghe,  who 
served  with  great  gallantry  In  South 
Africa,  was  wounded  In  action  last  Oc- 
tober. 

Pamona  names 
The  famous  Irish  peerage,  the  Earl- 
dom of  Dartrey.  is  likely  to  become  ex- 
tinct through  the  death  In  action  Test 
November  of  Captain  R.  L.  Dawson. 
Coldstream  Guards.  He  was  the  only 
male  member  of  the  family  of  his  gen- 
eration.

Another  notable  example  la  that  given 
by  Sir  Herbert  Raphael,  Han  .  MP,  Sir 
Herbert  enlisted  aa  a  private  In  the 
Sportsmen's  Battalion,  and  Lady  Raph- 
ael regularly  draws  her  "aeparatlon"  al- 
lowance of  17  s.  a  week,  handing  the 
money  over  to  charity.

Men  geat  to  the  Harvest 
Sir, — September  4  was  the  last  Hay 
that  men  could  leave  for  the  harvest 
fields.  1  made  an  appeal  through  your 
columns  for  help.  Allow  me  to  explain

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Immediately  approached  the  Mayor  of 
Victoria,  the  Reeves  of  Saanlch  snd 
Esquimau  explaining  the  method  I  waa 
taking.  They  each  agreed  that  If  I 
made  Inquiries  and  satisfied  them  they 
would  give  me  all  the  help  I  required. 
I  am  pleased  to  be  able  to  state  T 
have  not  had  to  refuse  a  single  gen- 
uine caae. 

In  many  cases  I  waa  requested  to 
act  on  behalf  of  friends,  who  kneir 
cases  but  did  not  want  to  appear.  I 
should  like  to  mention  certain  cases: 
One  gave  me  a  cheque  for  $50.  with  in- 
structions that  If  t  collected  It  back 
I  was  to  sjtog  u  to  the  Patriotic  Fund: 
$J.  no  name,  but  wishing  to  help  an- 
other: $1  from  a  Workingman,  who 
stated  he  knew  what  it  was  to  be  out 
of  work:  Iff  from  Duncan,  with  request 
not   to  publish    name. 

I  feel  sure  of  everyone  I  have 
helped,  If  they  can  only  make  good, 
doing;  their  heat  to  return  this  help. 
Thirty-five  cases  of  men  having  fam- 
ilies have  been  given  a  chance  to 
make  good.  One  rase  whleh  appealed 
to  me  was  a  man  who  sold  hia  tools  to 
get  hia  fare.

HAS  DONE  FOR  GREECE 

At  One  Time  Classed  aa  Cretan  Bandit, 

Mow  Mecogalssd  aa  Great  am orxaer 

Of  Mia  Country 


Today  is  Veniselos  Day  In  Greece, 
.say*  the  New  York  Globe.  In  re- 
sponse to  tbe  mandate  of  the  Greek 
people  King  Constantlne,  greatly  against 
his  will  and  the  will  of  the  alster  of 
the  Kaiser,  who  is  his  wife,  has  placed 
the  Government  of  his  country  In  the 
hands  of  Bleutherlos  Veniselos.  This 
remarkable  man,  combination  of  Gari- 
baldi and  favour,  who  la  responsible 
for  the  birth  of  the  new  Greece,  and 
who  almost  succeeded  In  expelling  the 
Turk  from  Europe,  has  probably  had 
more  Influence  on  European  destiny  than 
any  man  since  Bismarck.  Byron  asked 
for  but  three  of  the  Three  Hundred  to 
make  a  new  Thermopylae.  The  peti- 
tion seems  at  last  one-third  answered. 
Veniselos,  worthy  oT  ancient  days,  dis- 
proves the  charge  that  Greece  la  alto- 
gether degenerate. 

About  1900  the  world  began  to  hear 
of  a  "bandit."  a  sort  of  mixture  of 
Villa  and  Ralsull.  who  waa  making 
trouble  In  troubleaome  Crete.  This 
waa  Veniselos.  Prince  Oeorge,  brother 
of  the  present  king  of  Oreece,  waa  high 
commissioner  of  the  distracted  island 
by  grace  of  Great  Britain,  Italy,  France, 
snd  Russia,  the  four  powers  that  had 
taken  charge  of  Crete.  George  did  the 
best  he  could,  hut  the  Cretans  wanted 
union  with  Greece  and  he  waa  com- 
pelled to  oppose  them.  It  was  his  pain- 
ful duty  to  chase  Veniselos,  leader  of 
the  Cretan  irreconcilable-,  through  all 
the  hard  parts  of  the  Island  without 
catching  him.  In  the  end  poor  George 
gave  up  the  tank,  and  VenUelos  brought 
his  revolutionary  government  to  the 
Cretan  capital.  Veniselos  wrote  to  the 
powers  that  he  did  not  want  to  run 
counter  to  orders,  hut  that  he  would 
haVe  to  raise  the  flag  of  Greece  unlesa 
they  formally  forbade.  The  powers 
answered  by  giving  "friendly  counsel" 
to  be  satisfied  with  the  Cretan  flag,  but 
Veniselos  took  a  choice  and  hoisted  the 
other  emblem.  Marines  landed  from 
eight  warships  and  cut  down  the  flag. 
This  was  In   1909. 

The  aame  year  Venixetoa  emigrated  to 
Greece,  on  tho  theory  that  there  he  could 
better  promote  Cretan  annexation.    When 
he  arrived  at   Athens   It   was  discovered 
that  he  was  not  a  "bandit"  at  all.  but  a 
cultivated  and  eloquent  gentleman.     He 
was  soon  chosen  a  member  of  the  Greek 
Parliament,   and   a    year   later   waa    the 
Greek    Prime    Minister.      Not    forgetting 
Crete,  Veniselos  found  that  many  things 
were    needed    to   be   done   before   Greece 
would  dare  precipitate  a  crisis.     He  re- 
wrote  the  Greek  constitution  and  made 
It    a    democratic    Instrument      He    reor- 
ganised the  army.     He  gained  the  favo- 
of    the    royal    family   by    bringing    back 
Constantlne.  then  Crown   Prfnce.  practi- 
cally   In  disgrace  and   exile   because  of 
hi-    disastrous    defeat   by    the   Turks  In 
li»7.       He     changed     the    attitude    of 
Greece  toward  Bulgaria  and  formed  the 
aalkaa  league.    Then  he  precipitated  the 
war  en  Turkey,  which  i   suited  In  bring- 
ing to  Greece  not  onlr  Crete. .  but  Rptrns 
nnd  HaJonica.     The  Cretans  who  had  re- 
proached   him    for    hia   abanden'ment  of 
them     changed     their     getnda,    aad     all 
Greece  acclaimed  htm. 

Venlaelee  la  again  48J  charge  of  Greek 
affaire-  What  be  proposed  t»  do  last 
March  la  known,  hut  what  ho  now  In- 
tends to  do  le  not  y«t  elerleeed.  But 
whatever  la  hia  policy.  It  Is  a  certainty 
that  It  will  be  based  on  an  Intelligent 
surrey  of  tSe  whole  situation.

Lieutenant  the  Earl  of  Dalhousle  was 
among  those  wounded  at  the  same  time. 

Major  Viscount  Dnlrymple.  MP,  Scots 
Guards,  son  of  the  Earl  of  Stair,  was 
first  reported  missing,  and  then  it  trans- 
pired that  he  had  been  wounded  and 
taken  prisoner. 

Among  the  wounded  In  the  recent  lists 
from  the  front  was  Lletit.-Col.  Lord 
Cavendish,  brother  of  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire,  while  among  the  deaths  un- 
officially reported  are  Lieutenant  Lord 
Spencer  Douglas  Compton  (son  of  the 
late  Marquess  of  Northampton,  and  heir 
of  the  present  marquess),  and  the  Hon. 
Keith  Stewart,  second  son  of  the  Earl 
of  Galloway,  Lieutenant  the  Hon.  W.  V. 
Rodney,  Royal  Flying  Corps,  brother  of 
Baron  Rodney,  Is  another  of  those  offi- 
cially announced  as  killed  In  France. 

Among  the  officers  wounded  in  the 
earlier  fighting  was  Major  Lord  Esme 
Gordon-Lennox,  a  son  of  the  Duke  of 
Richmond.  Hon.  II.  Baring,  brother  of 
Lord  Revelstoke,  waa  wounded  last  No- 
vember: while  the  eldest  son  and  heir 
of  Lord  Valentia.  MP.— the  Hon.  Arthur 
Annesley — was  killed  In  action. 

There  are  three  sons  of  the  present 
Lord  Tennyson  In  the  Kings  service. 
The  eldeat  was  wounded  last  Novem- 
ber. Baron  de  Forest  during  the  early 
stages  of  the  war  had  offered  himself 
for  active  service,  and  had  been  accepted. 
The  Duke  of  Marlborough  holds  the 
temporary  rank  of  brigadier-general,  snd 
Lord  Basil  lilackwood,  brother  of  the 
Marquis  of  Dufferin,  temporary  rank  of 
second  lieutenant.

At  last  the  British  army  la  putting 
Ita  respirators  to  the  teat,  and  the  work 
of  England's  sewing  circles  has  not  al- 
ways been  found  wanting'.

^lancers  lieutenant  haa  explained  the 
whole   matter  aa   follows: 

From  the  discarded  diving-bell  to  the 
dear  little  lace  and  cambric  things  one 
sees  advertised  In  ladles'  Journals,  each 
of  us  haa  got  his  own  special  pet  mask 
or  respirator,  bo  mush  so  that  I  regret 
to  say  there  Is  no  subject  so  calculated 
to  provoke  the  hasty  word  and  angry 
tear  from  otherwise  gentle  majors  and 
retiring  colonels.  At  one  time  every 
man  In  the  regiment  suffered  from  at 
least  four  different  kinds,  each  one 
guaranteed  better  than  the  others.  And 
the  more  simple  souls  went  in  hourly 
danger  of  their  lives  through  Instantly 
donning  the  whole  collection  at  the 
slightest  whisper  of  the  word  "gas." 

Then  headquarters  took  the  matter 
in  hand.  On  a  certain  day  six  officers 
and  men  per  regiment  were  to  go  to  a 
vacated  trench  filled  with  chlorine  gas. 
there  to  teat  the  different  types  of 
respirator,  Accordingly,  at  the  hour  ap- 
pointed, we  found  a  long,  thin  line  of 
officers  and  men.  each  with  hia  favorite 
mask,  waiting  to  be  gassed.  To  make 
things  more  cheerful,  there  was  a  motor 
ambulance  and  a  row  of  grinning 
stretcher  bearers  waiting  for  possible 
casualties  nearby:  while  to  reassure  us 
still  further,  a  little  man  with  a  big 
megaphone  and  a  bigger  voice  roared 
out  that  the  atmosphere  into  whloh  we 
were  going  greatly  surpassed  anything 
that  the  Germans  could  do  In  the  same 
line,  and  If  we  survived  on  the  present 
occasion  we  should  have  nothing  more 
to  fear.  Sandwiched  between  a  general 
and  a  private.  I  entered  the  formidable 
place  before  the  entrance  of  which  a 
gentleman  in  a  helmet  began  to  squirt  a 
sort  of  green  London  fog  from  a  cylin- 
der. 

At  the  sight  of  this  the  general  in 
front  of  me  perceptibly  wavered,  but 
urged  on  by  the  press  behind  I  ran  him 
in.  So  efficient  was  my  helmet  that  1 
breathed  with  great  bravado  for  sov. 
aral  minutes  in  that  terrible  atmosphere. 
The  general,  however,  waa  not  so  for- 
tunate. All  of  a  sudden.  '.'Here  let  me 
get  out  of  thla,"  he  roared  In  an  awful 
voice,  and  coughing  and  spluttering  he 
fairly  bolted  from  the  trench,  ^tjskt  In 
the  open  again  we  removed  our  masks 
and  compared  nd'tes.  One  gallant  major 
who  had  gone  In  with  only  a  mouth 
respirator  and  without  his  cap,  came 
out  with  his  hair  bleached  to  a  corn-like 
shade.  On  my  pointing  thla  out  to  him, 
"How  Gwendoline  would  have  appre- 
ciated it,"  he  muttered  to  himself. 

The  private  behind  me -was  enthusi- 
astic, "[.or'  bless  you.  sir,"  he  said, 
"that  there  stuff  In  the  trench  didn't  do 
me  no  mora  harm  than  If  it  was  a 
glsss  of — "  then  remembering  his  recent 
loyal  pledge— "of  corfy."  he  ended  rather 
lamely,  and  drew  the  hack  of  his  hand 
across  his  mouth.

Sailor  Who  Was  Taken  From 
Norwegian  Ship,  Describes 
Attack  on  Steamer  Anglo- 

Californian, 


NEW  YORK.  Sept.  8  —This  is  the 
story  of  an  American  lad,  Carl  Frank 
Litx,  a  sailor  on  board  a  Norwegian 
ship  sunk  oft  the  Irish  Coast  by  the 
German  submarine  U-J».  Picked  up  by 
the  submarine  and  landed  In  Heligoland, 
be  remained  eleven  days  on  board, 
while  the  undersea  boat  rakeC  the  Irish 
ocean  and  sent  to  the  bottom  eleven 
ships  and  came  near  to  being  eunl. 
herself. 

"To  me  all  bonds  on  the  submarine 
tJ-li  appeared  to  be  a  kindly  lot.  They 
shared  everything  With  me  and  when  a 
life  was  lost  there  was  sorrow. 

"I  oaw  nothing  but  courtesy,  brusque 
and  hasty  of  course,  showed  to  the 
crews  of  the  vessels  destroyed. 

"It  was  »  full  week  after  I  had 
climbed  over  the  shiny  slfle  of  the  U-38, 
dropped  below  through  a  hatch,  found 
myself  on  board  the  German  submarine 
and  .stared  wild-eyed  about  Its  Inside, 
which  looked  to  me  like  a  aubway  car 
full  of  slambang  machinery,  swimming 
in  electric  light  and  tended  to  by  men 
In  leather  suits,  that  I  found  myself 
getting  use  to  the  life. 

"One  day  I  heard  the  captain  ask  the 
torpedo  room  through  the  tube  If  all 
was  clear, 

"But  When  the  huge  Anglo-Califor- 
nia n,  full  of  wt  material,  cavalry 
horses  and  Russian  reservists,  hove  In 
sight,  we  went  for  her  without  a  single 
torpedo  In  our  tubes  and  with  but  a 
handful  of  shells  for  the  deck  gun.  That 
meant  surface  work  only.  elhe  heeded 
no  warning  shots.  (This  was  the  Mont- 
real steamer  whose  captain  was  killed 
on  the  bridge  uurlng  his  running  light. 
His  place  was  taken  by  his  son,  who 
brought  the  steamer  safely  to  port). 

"It  was  about  7  a.  m.  on  Sunday.  July 
4.  We  fired  Into  her  rudder,  hoping  to 
disable  her,  but  she  kept  on,  steering 
In  circles.  The  r-39  was  shaking. 
Hammer,  hammer,  went  the  engines. 
doing  almost  trial  trip  speed.  Rushing 
with  Increasing  revolutions,  the  spray 
falls  from  all  sides  on  the  boat,  the 
pointers  of  the  gun  art  drenched  and 
their  ollsklnn  look  varnished  In  sun- 
light. The  gun  Is  eating  up  our  last 
shells.

A  writer  in  The  Philadelphia  Ledger 
nays  that  over-confldent  Americans 
ought  to  learn  a  lesson  from  the  attitude 
of  Italians  to  the  German- Italians  who 
Infested  their  country  before  war  broke 
out  'They  treated  them  with  great 
kindness  and  toleration,  aad  the  result 
was  that  the  Germans  in  Italy  were  able 
to  collect  a  groat  mass  of  Information 
concerning  Italian  fortifications  and 
preparations  for  war  that  must  have 
been  of  the  utmost  value  to  the  general 
staff  In  Berlin.  The  Italians  as  a  rule 
are  a  credulous,  simple-minded  people, 
kindly  towards  strangers  and  loath  to 
believe  evil  of  anyone  who  has  not 
harmed  thorn.  Tho  German  spies  who 
infested  the  country  took  full  advantage 
or  tho  Italian  nature  and  surveyed  the 
country  almost  as  carefully  as  Belgium 
was  surveyed.  The  fact  that  Germany 
and  Austria  as  formal  allies  of  Italy  un- 
til a  year  or  so  ago  were  entitled  to 
some  confidential  Information  withheld 
from  other  powers  gave  them  a  further 
advantage  In  compiling  and  checking 
the  matter  collected  by  their  spies. 

In  the  event  of  the  United  States  and 
Germany  going  to  war  it  is  not  too 
much  to  say  that  80  per  cent  of  -the 
facts  concerning  the  American  army  and 
navy,  fortifications,  plans  of  mobilisa- 
tion, codes  and  other  Important  confi- 
dential data  would  be  at  the  disposal  of 
the  German  authorities.  Though  the 
two  countries  have  appeared  to  be  on 
the  brink  of  war  on  two  occasions  In 
the  past  six  months,  and  though  the 
crisis  caused  by  tho  sinking  of  the 
Arabic  has  not  yet  passed,  Germans  In 
the  United  States  who  openly  boast  of 
their  sympathies  with  the  Fatherland 
are  placed  under  no  surveillance  what- 
ever. They  are  as  free  as  any  American- 
American  to  go  and  come,  to  watch  and 
note  and  take  photographs  wherever 
they  can,  and  also  to  forward  whatever 
facts  they  can  gather  to  Berlin.  Foar 
of  losing  the  German  vote,  no  doubt, 
has  deterred  the  present  administration 
from  taking  any  steps  to  prevent  Ger- 
mans and  German-Americans  continuing 
their  activities  on  behalf  of  the  Kaiser. 
The  Government  no  doubt  hopes  and  be- 
lieves that  even  if  war  does  come  the 
United  States  will  be  so  far  removed 
geographically  from  the  fighting  that  all 
the  information  acquired  by  the  German 
spies  will  be  of  no  value. 

Spying  on  an  Ally 

In  Italy,  although  she  was  a  Ger- 
man ally,  as  In  France  and  Belgium, 
German  spies  were  established  long 
before  the  war  began.  In  fact,  the 
mania  for  spying  upon  other  nations' 
affairs  is  so  deeply  embedded  in  the 
German  character  that  we  have  no 
doubt  there  were  thousands  of  German 
spies  In  Austria.  In  Italy  the  German 
Government  turned  every  German  busi- 
ness bouse  Into  a  centre  of  espionage. 
It  bonusscd  certain  German  Industries 
so  that  they  were  able  to  undersell 
competing  Italian  Industries  and  con- 
trol   the   market,    for   no   other    purpose 
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Exciting  Duel  of  British  and 
German  Air  Machines— Lat- 
ter of  New  "Great  -Battle- 
plane" Type, 


"But  it  Is  a  wily  commander  on  the 
Anglo-Callfornian's  bridge,  working  In 
spirals  to  escape.  So  our  captain  or- 
ders the  gun  to  aim  at  the  bridge  and 
sweep  the  dock  underneath.  And  the 
lookouts,  through  their  glasses,  note 
that  the  steamer's  skipper  had  fallen 
and  that  someone  Is  steering  his  ship 
lying  flat  on  his  stomach,  grabbing  the 
spokes  of  the  wheel.

An  observer  attached  to  the  Royal 
Plying  Carps,  writes: 

Aa  hour  after  daybreak  I  eras  fol- 
lowing the  enemy's  linos  of  communica- 
tion for  thirty  miles  behind  hlo 
trenches.  For  half  an  hour  we  ploughed 
and  labored  back,   making    varying  prog- 


Aa  wo  nearod  the  lines  the  "Archies" 
(anti-aircraft  gons>  mad*  more  deliber- 
ate and  better  practice,  but  we  managed 
to  outmanoeuvre  them.  About  2.000  feet 
below  us  on  the  right  was  a  bank  of 
ground  mist  ascending  rapidly.  I  ex- 
amined thla  carefully  through  glasses 
and  suddenly  caught  sight  of  a  machine 
just  within  the  outer  fringe  of  the  bank. 
He  wan  ascending  rapidly  In  a  steep  up- 
ward spiral.  He  was  travelling  against 
the  wind  at  a  pace  which  seemed  to  be 
a  trifle  faster  than  ours. 

As  he  got  clear  of  the  cloud  bank  he 
bent  over  again  into  a  spiral  and  bis 
crosses  (the  German  mark)  were  plainly 
visible.  His  shape  was  now  discernible, 
and  we  aaw  that  he  waa  the  "great 
battleplane"  of  the  German  communi- 
ques. The  two  propellers  flashed  som- 
brely In  the  sunlight  as  they  lifted  the 
big  machine  towards  us.  In  the  curious, 
bending  wings  and  the  double  fuselage 
(tail  part  of  the  machine)  there  was  the 
effect  of  a  grinning  monster,  exulting  in 
his  assursd  prey. 


than  that  the  German  spies  should  be 
able  to  operate  as  German  commercial 
travelers  and  salesmen  from  one  end 
of  Italy'  to  the  other.  By  the  help  of 
their  Government  German  Industries 
nourished  In  Italy,  and  German  experts 
rose  to  high  positions  In  important 
Italian  industries  and  commercial 
houses. 

Through  the  operations  of  German 
engineering  and  mechanical  experts 
every  detail  of  the  Italian  railroad 
system  is  known  in  Berlin.  The  en- 
tire Italian  telephone  service  was  at 
the  mercy  of  the  German  expert  who 
was  Its  head  oefore  war  broke  out,  and 
there  Is  evidence  that  many  confiden- 
tial Government  communications  were 
overheard  and  reported  to  Berlin.  Af- 
ter war  hod  been  declared  upon  Aus- 
tria the  Italian  police  arrested  more 
than  a  score  of  German  spies  In  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  country  and  found  in 
their  possession  plans  and  photographs 
of  battleships  ami  fortifications.  How 
many  other  splee  eluded  the  tardy  vig- 
ilance of  the  police  cannot  be  guessed. 
In  Milan  the  manager  of  a  well  known 
German-Italian  mercantile  Arm  was  f  |. 
found  i»  h-vP  entered  Into  a  contract 
with  the  German  Government  to  supply 
it  with  plans  of  the  city  and  the 
province,  and  with  complete  Informa- 
tion concerning  the  commissary  of  the 
Italian   army. 

Pernaps  the  most  daring  exploit  of 
spies  In  Italy  which  has  come  to  light 
since  the  neglnntng  of  the  war.  wss 
attempted  by  two  German  officers 
who  masqueraded  as  old  women,  .ami 
as  such  were  admittel  to  a  convent 
and  ktmliy  bade  to  stay  the  night.  The 
next  morning  one  of  them  appeared  to 
be  so  lit  that  "she"  could  not  travel, 
end  so  for  a  week  they  were  permitted 
to  rest.  On  the  morning  of  their  de- 
parture police  appeared  and  searched 
tho  premises  for  -»  wireless  outfit 
which  Government  experts  hsd  reason 
to  believe  had  oe  erected  tn  the 
neighborhood.  After  a  careful  examina- 
tion of  the  buildings  the  wireless  ap- 
paratus was  discovered  In  the  belfry  of 
tho  cloister.  Tho  disguised  officers, 
however,  hsd  •tlsappeared  and  were  not 
apprehended  until  some  ilme  later.  In 
tho  meantime  An*y  had  been  able  to 
relay  to  •Berlin  information  that  they 
had  picked  up  In  the  course  of  throe 
months*   wanderings   through    Italy. 


He  was  soon  within  about  half  a  mile 
or  us  and  about  800  feet  down.  As  I 
watched  him  at  that  height  I  saw  his 
machine   guns    begin   to   spit. 

In  estimating  tactics  in  air  combat  It 
Is.  of  course,  the  first  consideration  to 
determine  the  enemy's  "blind  side."  The 
points  of  vulnerability  in  order  of  im- 
portance may  be  said  to  be  the  propeller, 
the  engine,  the  pilot  and  the  control.  In 
lighting  a  tractor  (Its  propeller  tn 
front)  one  must  keep  In  front  and  above. 
In  fighting  a  pusher  "gun-bus"  one  must 
avoid  the  front  and  keep  behind  at  all 
costs,  and  rather  below  than  above. 

On  this  occasion  the  enemy  machine 
was  a  duplicate  tractor — that  is.  It  had 
two  propellers,  both  In  front.  Obvious- 
ly our  tactics  were  to  keep  above  the 
front.  Beyond  strenuous  attempts  to  get 
level  with  us  the  enemy  machine  had 
given  no  Indication  of  his  line  of  action. 
Indeed,  he  had  fallen  back  about  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  and  had  ceased  firing.  He 
was  determined  to  get  above  us. 

As  our  machine  was  a  tractor  we  had 
to  engage  him  before  he  had  done  this. 
So  we  swung  round  and  bore  down  wind 
straight  for  htm,  opening  fire  with  ma- 
chine guns  at  the  same  time.  The  Hun 
replied  with  a  fusilade  from  guns 
mounted  both  fore  snd  aft;  but  his  prac- 
tice was  bad  and  only  a  stray  shot  found 
our  planes.  As  we  came  down  upon  him 
at  a  great  pace  he  shoved  his  nose  up  at 
It  tremendous  angle  and  almost  "stalled" 
his  machine  (i.e..  made  It  point  up  so 
much  that  It  refused  to  climb)  In  an 
endeavor  to  cross  above  us.  But  the  big 
"battleplane"  did  not  respond  to  the 
controls,  and  instead  of  climbing  bent 
over  and  slid  away  for  fully  two  hun- 
dred yards  before  the  pilot  got  her  out 
of  the  'tall  slip." 

HWs  -Stood"  oa  Our  Tip" 

My  pilot  stood  our -machine  on  her  left 
wing  tip  and  swung  round  in  a  slow  ver- 
tical bank  (steep  slope),  which  enabled 
me  to  sweep  the  enemy  machine  with  my 
gun.  As  we  were  due  In  front  of  him 
his  Are  was  restricted.  It  was  obvious 
also  that  the  pilot's  nerve  had  suffered 
from  the  "tail  slip."  because  when  he 
came  out  of  It  he  dived  awsy  until  he 
was  out  of  our  range.  We  followed, 
keeping  well  in'  front'and  slightly  above. 

By  suddenly  'dipping  his  elevator",  my 
pilot  brought  the  machine  within  point- 
blank  range.  The  Hun  did  not  reply.  He 
was  waiting  until  he  turned  over  on  an 
outward  bank  Just  ahead  of  us,  when  he 
would  pour  a  broadside  into  as.  We  saw 
the  ponderous  right  wing  go  down  and 
the  fuselage's  reverse  position.  But  we 
had  the  Inner  circle  and  swept  round  In 
front  of  him  before  he  was  half-way 
through  his  bank.  The  moral  advantage 
of  having  outmanoeuvred  him  normrd  to 
have  disconcerted  the  Hun,  for  he  gave 
up  the  bank,  put  his  nose  down,  snd 
went  down  at  a  very  steep  angle. 

lie  may  have  been  hit,  but  to  all  ap- 
pearances his  engine  and  propellers  were 
still  working.  As  soon  as  w«  maile  cer- 
tain that  he  meant  to  retreat  for  good 
we  resumed  our  reconnaissance  course. 
As  he  got  clesr  of  our  aone  he  threw 
out  a  smoke  ball  and  the  anti-aircraft 
guns  recommenced  their  practice. 

While  there  was  no  startling  result  of 
the  above  meeting,  it  Is  typical  of  a 
great  number  of  nieetl.ins  which  have 
occurred  between  our  machines  und  tbc 
new  'battleplanes'  of  the  enemy. 
The  moral  to  be  drawn  from 
is  that  our  superior  airman- 
ship snd  power  to  manoeuvre 
have  somewhat  more  than  offset  the  su- 
perior armament  and  else  of  the  enemy 
machines  In  the  majority  of  air  com- 
bats. 

Speed  and  climbing-power  are  the  car- 
dinal considerations.  We  must  not  let 
the  enemy  remedy  his  deficiencies  In 
these  respects  to  oar  disadvantage.
